To thl perihuad (mlTeriogs of the flood 
was added yesterday ©tie of the severest 
slot ms Louisville%ts ever ex|ierienced. It 
swept down upon the city with brief 
warning and struck terror to the henrtB of 
those who bad homes in the submerged 
districts. AU along the river front the 
waves were whipped to fury, houses were 
overturned aud crushed, and it is proba¬ 
ble a number of poor unfortunates, who 
had taken advantage of the fulling walrr 
and tad returned to their homes, were 
mangled or drowned. 

The storm leveled a great many house* 
at Paducah, particularly in the flooded 
districts. The damuge is estimated ai 
$75,000. 

At Mt. Sterling several houses were un¬ 
roofed. but no lives were brst. 

In Northern Georgia and in portions of 
Alabama the storm was most destructive. 
The telegraph wires have been prostrated 
upon all sides, and it is impossible to col¬ 
lect details of the dreadful calamity. In 
Pn.kens county, Gn., a school-house was 
demolished by the cyclone and many of 
the little ones were killed and crushed. 
Fourteen persons arc reported killed at 
Aniber$dn and Ladoga, Ala. It is feared 
that later reports from various portions of 
tin South will swell the list of killed and 
wounded._ 

Upon the eighth page of to-day’s Cor- 
RiLii Journal will be found the interest¬ 
ing story of how a reporter of this paper 
was adjudged insane and sent to the 
Lunatic Asvlutq at Hopkinsville, with 
graphic details of his plans and predica¬ 
ments. 

The National House of Representatives 
adjourned yesterday morning at 8:40 
o'clock after a continuous session of 34 
hours.

Urbana, O., Feb. 19.—Mr. Grorge W. 
Hooker, of this, city, has Just made the most 
important sale of Jersey* ever made in Ohio 
to Mr. W. H. Corning, of Cleveland, O., 
consisting of the 8t. Lambert cow, "Dido 
Miss” (8,759), who is W®* per cent, of the 
blood of "Mary Anne of St. Lambert," 
record 27 pounds 9*4 ounces of butter in 
seven days and raoro noted as the 
cow that T. S. Cooper offered 820,000 
cash for, alsoOctra 2d (11516) that gave in 
seven days last January, during the coldest 
weather known in UrLana in twenty years, 
237 pounds of milk which made 16 pounds 
6t$* ounces of choice butler. The least 
churning for one day was 2 pounds 9>4 
ounces, being at the rate of 18 pounds 2/* 
ounces for seven days. 

The other two auimalssold were yearlings. 
"Dido Misa” was sold for more money than 
any cow wa3 ever bought or sold for m Ohio 
of the Jersey breed. 

The price paid for the four animals aver¬ 
aged over #1,000 each considerably. 

Mr. Corning refused an offer for "Dido 
Mi-.'' of ns much as bo paid for the whole 
herd. He is n man of large means, and ou ns 
au excellent farm near t lev viand, which he 
proiKwes to stock with first-class Jerseys. 

The Uniern Report \aaociallon. 

Chicago. Feb. 19.—The Western Export 
Asso ciation met to-day for the purpose of 
reimbursing such distillers as have accumu¬ 
lated tu® product in providing for the cattle 
attached to the distillery. The pool allow* a 
run to the extent of only 30 per cent, of 
their capacity, but more is required to care 
for the cattle. The surplusage is adjusted. 
The distilleries in and around Cincinnati 
buve been unable to run for fifteen days. 
The capacity in that time amounts to 15*0,-

THE WORK OF GEN. SAXTON- 


Yesterday wa« a day long to be remoni- 
beivd ill Hit* auiialb oi tuv fit lea on the Ohio 
frills. Us u-mpeiniur© rnngod from one ex¬ 
tremity of the scale to the other; the cloud¬ 
less Himshino of the moruin^ gave place to 
ram utui wind in Lhe evening, and thane iu 
turn wore followed by a snow and the mottl 
violent gale known for year* on the Ohio 
river. Pregnant with misfortune, 1U horrors 
raiue like a thief in the night, and were fell 
the more bitter because so wholly untx- j 
peeled. 

The flood had become an old story in the 
ears of the citizens, and its devastations bad 
!o»t thuir horror with their novelty. The 
river was falling rapidly, and the refugees 
hud already begun returning to their flood- 
washed homes. In the evening ail had ngain 
to flee, who could, and those who could not 
paid the forfeit in many cases with thoir 
lives. Houses fell Itefore the gale by doz-ns 
aud scores, and tho wrath of the storm, mor® 
sudden aud terrific, was infinitely groAter 
than that of the Hood. The loss to lite aud 
property last uigut it wa* impo^ible to as¬ 
certain. for the gale* which caused the de-. 
strop: um was master of the situation. None 
could venture to pry out its secrets without 
tailing in its power. 

THK MORNING 

dawned with a cloudlet sky and a 
balmy atmosphere. It was so warm that 
the streets were drying rapidly, nnd over¬ 
coats. umbrellas and cloaks were voted bores 
and left at home. Clouds began to roll up 
before 10 o'clock, and a sharp ram and wind 
soon followed. After raining for two or 
three hours it ceased and the clouds made a 
feiut of disapi>earing altogether in th« after¬ 
noon. Only for awhile, however. By 5 
o'clock a storm began brewing, and { n half 
an hour the rain came dashing down 
in torrents, accompanied by fierce 
gusts of wind which followed eneb 
other in quick succession for two 
hours. The rain then cva**d, but the wind 
did not, and it soon blew a perfect gale, 
moving at the rate of over 45 miles an hour. 

Snow bqgan falling, and, though it melted 
rapidly, the streets were soon whitened. The 
thermometer showed a fall of 33* from the 
maximum to the minimum toraperature^the 
former being 63*. the Utter 30*. At 6:25 a. 
m. It marked 50.7*; at 10:25 o'clock. 02.6*; 
at 2:25 p. m. it registered 54.5*; at 6:25 it 
hod fallen to 48*, and four hour* later it was 
down to 30*. The rainfall was 1.19 inches, 
and the maximum velocity of the wind was 
45 miles au hour. 

Tne river at 6:25 a. m. showed 43 feet 3 
inches in the canal; at 1:30 F. M. it marked 
42 feet 6 inches, and at 9:80 it *as 42 feet 2 
inches. 

THE Ft*RY OE # THE STORM 
was wrenkod on the river and in tho inunda¬ 
te] portions of the city. Boats not securely 
anchored were dashed hither and thither at 
the mercy of the gale, and those not within 
shelter of a friendly bank stood smill chance 
of riding it out in safety. Huge waves, 
their tops crested with foam, dashed upon 
tho shore with a booming noise like that of a 
storm upon the sea coast. A dozen boats be¬ 
came uncontrollable, ami*-it was a mere 
chance if they rode out the gale till morning. 

THE SNOW 

drove) furiously into tha fncee of the crews, 
and almost blinded them, proving a most ef¬ 
fectual ally of thu storm. 

• A reporter who visited the I.ife-eaving sta¬ 
tion at the foot Of Third street found the 
neighborhood a scene of the wildest confu- wife, at the Point, who have attracted can 


sioo. People were deserting their houaee ou 
every tide, and thoee that the flood bad 
spared seemed about yielding to the wind. 
Boats could not venture ten feet from shore 
without being in imminent danger of cap 
sizing, and it was only by the moat akIUful 
management that a skiff could be taken to 
thejLife-saving station. It was crowded with 
the crew*, exhausted by the gallant labors of 
the day and evening, and a number of boat¬ 
men. These men are hardy and have been 
used to face danger when a single mistake 
would pav the forfeit of their lives without 
(lurching,* but now consternation was writ¬ 
ten on every face. It was not the dread for 
their own Safety which unnerved them, but 
tie con^ciouMieia that there were scores and 
hundreds of lives m the greatest danger, and 
yet tor whose aid they could not lift a 
linger. Holple** women mud children there 
were bv snore* almost »o n«*ar that the# 
dving shrieks might be heard, and yet it was 
itmxaHible to go to the noscue, which duty 
and every dictate of humanity urged. 
the worst on record. 

"It is the worst storm which ha* ever vis¬ 
ited this part of the Ohio/* *»aid (.’apt. Devan 
to the reporter, “and liod only knows what 
damage it will do. It is worse because it 
was so unexpected. We worked as long** 
we could to-night, but we have hail to give 
up after moving a uuinber of people from 
their homes. There are buudrctls of other* 
on tho Point for th® chance of who»e liv«*s 1 
wouldn’t give ten cents; but wt are unable 
to help tbom. if they are tn bo drowned before 
our eves. No boat can live iu the wavea, 
and nothing can be done. One woma*, and 
mnvbe others, ho* already lytft her lift." 

• *\V hat chauce have tho packet*. Captain! * 
asked the reporter. 

"Tho-o which are near the banks will have 
to put in to the •‘bore, aud thoee which are 
not suuid llitle show of outriding the gale. 
Many of them must go to th® bottom with 
everything ou board." 

The Captain was very despondent, but not 
more so than the rlrcuui«|Rnoes Just Hied. He 
is the last man to cea**e work, and the last to 
give up hope, but both had to bo done, and 
the brove fellow was »ri dcapair. 

ON THK POINT, 

THE FLOODED-OCT DWELLER* SPEND THE 
DAY MEDaEMINU THEIR HOMES. AND ARK 
CAl'OHT AT EVE HT A TORNADO THAT 
SWEEPS FUiUOraLT OVER THE DOOMED 
VALE. 

A great many hearts were rejoiced yester¬ 
day by the moving out of the water* from 
ground floors on th® city ’a flood edge and 


from upner floors on the Point, aud tha pro- 
<*«»*> of scrubbing out began tn earneat. *Srv 
•ral families will move bncic to the uppe 
atones of their homes on th® Point to-day 
and other* will follow as soon as they cas 
And floor* nbov® wator. They have be®r 
cooped up in crowded quarters where they 
scarcely had breathing room, and th®y want 
tog®t back hour®. They prefer moving 
back by water, if pot*ible, to avoid the mud 
that will be encounterod after the watort- 
tiubaid®, and as fust as room can be found 
they will return from exile. Tho destruc¬ 
tion that has b®en wrought is coming in 
view as th* waters recede, and it is already 
evident that the damage is on a much larger 
scale than last year. The track on the 
Bh jrt-liue fill came up out of ita watery bed 
yesterday, and the p-a4eugor dapo&at the 
foot of hirst street was ready for the scrub 
her* by noon, and will probably be reoccu- 
pied to-day. 

IN THE .STORM. 

The above refers to the situation on the 
Point during the afternoon, but about 5 
o'clock the scone changed. A dark, frown¬ 
ing cloud, many times larger than o man's 
band, reared its wind-ruffled creel in the 
southwest and the wind began to howl a 
moaning chorus, in a few moments it was 
evident that the mo*t trying blow for that 
flooded region and its brave residents was n* 
bund. I lie rain came dow n in twistc- 
►beets, the storm bellowed like a maddeueu 
Lull and the foam-crested waves rolled over 
tho ii oils®- tops with the fury of a cyclone. 
Cnpt. Dei an, w ith* a crew of Life-saver*, 
hastened to the flooded Point to assist those 
who might he ql the mercy of the elements, 
aud after a tempestuous battle with the 
furious waters reached the scene. Tire boat- 
h-'ii.w* in that locality hud Itcen tom from 
their fastenings an-1 wore luring tossed about 
like empty boxes ami their cargoes of human 
beings wore transferred to the life-boat. 

The men were in the skiffs preparing to 
take the w omen and children out of fne 
boat-bouses, but tb®y w ere not equal to the 
task. What became of them could not be 
ascertained, but the L fe-saver>gmppled the 
bo:it-hou** and rescued th* following per¬ 
sons: Josephine, Lilli®. Eddie and Mr*. 
Frances Everson, Mabala Cooper, Lulie 
Edwards, Sarah, *adiu and Enoch Birrbell. 
Then began another Tight with the furioo* 
elements, hut the Lihr-savers were again vic¬ 
torious and landed their cargo at the foot of 
Adams street, lathe roar of the tempest 
they had heard shouts from the lumber piles 
at Adam% nnd Fulton streets, and they start¬ 
ed back. They f«und n number of men who 
had been at work saving lumber and lmd 
tried to go adiur®, but were driven back by 
the wind. They were taken aahore, but by 
this tim® it wa* useless to try to manage a 
loaded boat. Officers Ooodrich and CaU#t 
were in th* vicinity of Van Buren and Ohio 
streets when tue gale enmo up, and it re¬ 
quired their united "kill to manage their skiff. 
M hen they reached tho shore at the foot 
of Adams street tho *kUT w as nearly Tull of 
water and in a sinking condition. While 
thoy were \

they could bear the timbers crashing, and bi 
thrm it seemed that every house on the 
Point w«„ being swept away, but whether 
the cra>lungs were from houses or lumber 
piles they could not tell. In the midst r»f 
this Urrible experience a rumor that a wo¬ 
man had been drown.*d gained strength, and 
canted a groat deni of anxiety, but who she 
was no one could tell. A non Lilian, ubo 
reached the tebore, stated that he saw ti w o- 
mau aud a boy In a flat, and intended to ge' 
to them and take them io bia akiT. but tho 
wind prevented him from rooch.ng thrm. 
v\ hat added to the anxiety was the fact 
that oue of the men saved from a lumber 
pH® had seen a boy in a flat that answered to 
the description of the on © in which tho wo- 
man aud boy were being tossed from wave 
to wave. Tlmt both had perished there was 
but little doubt, but no tidings could I® ob¬ 
tained from those occupy lug their resi¬ 
dences on the Poiut. Whether the house* 
bad weathered th* storm or gone down in 
the fury of the gale noue could tell. 
There were men and women, too, who bad 
gone to their houses in tho afternoon to wash 
the mud iron* fbe upper floors, but bad not 
returned. Wives were inquiring anxiously 
for their husbands, and children for their 
part-iiis. but no one could answer their ques¬ 
tions, and no one could manages U*at on th* 
maddened waters. Meu whose families were 
in tbrir water-bound bun*®* had coma ashore 
ou busintMs. could not ruturn, and the 
fate of their dear ones rendered them frantic 
with suspend. Buch w as th* condition of 
affairs along the city's eastern shore at 11 
o'clock last uignt, and there was no let up iu 
the fury of the gale. In the city there wore 
at time* an apparent lull, hut ou the water 
Uie bellowing winds drowned all other 
sounds, and the hearts of the griet-stricken 
waiters were wrung with the anguish of de¬ 
spairbut they stiff h<»|fed that a merciful 
Ruler would say to th* waters, "Peace, be 
still," so that a search could be made. What 
daylight would reveal could only be conjeo- 
torod, and what scenes will b* depicted 
wh-.n the storm lashed inhabitants are 
reached this morning none could foretell. 

FIVE VISIONS. 

l ire boat-house of John K. Fowler and his 


sidernhlc attention by the correctness of their 
predictions about tho flood, w as visited by a 
Cockiek-Jocknal reporter yesterday for 
further prophecies. 

When questioned concerning the source of 
their information, Mrs. Fowler replied that 
she had received it from the Spiritual Circle, 
and that she nnd been favored with flve 
visions showing the extent of the flood. In 
thfcH® visions she bad seen the water at differ¬ 
ent stage*, three of them answering to the 
high water of 1882, '88 and *84, but in the 
other two much higher stages were reached. 
In one she saw the water running through 
Shrlbv street from one end to the other, and 
in the flfth vision the entire City wan covered 
and only church atouplos coul<y>e seen. She 
had odeed the spirits if there was uo escape 
for the city, and they replied that "floods, 
pestilence and fr*qiine would come unless the 
people abandoned their wicked ways. The 
people have ceased to obey the laws of God, 
and are devoting their lives to the acquire¬ 
ment of money and worldly goods, and God 
is determined to hutnhie them. He has 
warned them in varions ways, but they heed 
Him not , and Ho will continue to chastise 
them until they can buy nothing with their 
ui'iney; until th* crops fait and there is noth* 
lug to buy. After they have declined to hear 
Hi; merciful warning, He will visit them in 
Hi* wrath and compel obedience to His 
commands." 

•• When will the other two floods be duel" 
asked tire reporter. 

* ‘The spirits gave me no dates for any of 
the visitation*, but tbo order in which the 
floods have come indicate that the others 
will follow within four years. I get notice 
but a abort time before thot*e events occur, 
and the announcements make me very sick. 
1 have been in bed ever Min-e the river began 
to rise, aud 1 feel now like 1 was going to 
hear something, and I know it will be a 
warning obout a storm." Calling to her 
husband. >he said: "John, is all th® boat 
well fattened* IX all the cable* are not "tit 
you must put them out ami tie them w<di, 
for I am certain a storm is coining." 

Tho nqtorter took bis departure, and in a 
few moments the sun was shining brigntlv, 
destroying faith in the predictions. Atont 
6 o'clock in the evening, however, when the 
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•toiin came up so suddenly from tho south , 
and the wftnd began td blow a gale, her pre¬ 
dictions were remembered. 

A RUN ALONG THE ROARING BEARGRAR*. 

Years ago, and after the great rbe of ’47, 
which had only b*en previously equaled by 
that of toe memorable *38, when tho suspen¬ 
sion bridge spanned tbo Ikargras* at Third 
„ lr<?eT — that stream then entering the river at 
the foot of Fourth street—there looking for a 
great Hood in the Ohio looked to Kentucky 
river. Robing Fork, and the - Roaring Rear- 
grass,” as it*was termed, to give the pros¬ 
pects of a rise. Now our infantile Beargrnts 
has become but a small tributary, and. in¬ 
stead of contributing to our great floods, the 
mad Ohio has backed its waters up so that 
tuo backwater become* more dangerous 
tiiau the creek waters, and the Inhabitants 
along that stream more tear the Ohio than 
the creek. This year the creek along eertaiu 
portions has been over four feet higher than 
last year, while the river wan but two feet 
two inches higher. filpscisll]T wow this the 
«<« at tbo bridge on Fayuostreet, the inlet 
Nid outlet to that thriving suburb of our 
ity known as New Jerusalem. This tbriv- 
ng place, howev«rfr|WK>pled by some of our 
oust enterprising citizens. but which in the 
Jood of ’47 was a perfect wilderness, 
stands high and dry, and the waters, to 
reach the grounds tiiero, would have to rise 
from four to six feet higher than the big \ 
mark indicated L*y the growing year of 188i, 
and through which now posse* the Crescent 
Hill railway. The rapid growth of 
this part of our city is evidenced 
that within les* than forty years 
a mere sliunty bid in tho woods 
has grown to a thriving settlement of over 
auO residence*, several public buildings, a 
church and school-house. Hero lu the past 
year property boa advanced U>0 per rout., 
and is still in the upw ord scale. Bo much by 
diversion, that portion of the city having 
been visited by a reporter. 

Adjoining and near this thriving place is 
the large and extensive Newcomb- Buchanan 
Distilleries, which have beeu idle for nearly 
three years. The damage to these extensive 
work* will be heavier than last year. After 
the flood of 1833, which did great damage 
there, the works were placed in perfect order 
at a heavy cost, with a view to tc»uiniug last 
fall, which was subsequently abandoned. 
This year the damage to these giguutic work* 
has beeu much heavier than last, and build¬ 
ings that were then partially wrecked have 
been totally destroyed aud now lie a mass of 
ruins iu the bed of tho creek. It it estimated 
that to place all of the disrtilleriea referred to 
above in complete order for work would re¬ 
quire an outlay of fully $30,000. This is one 
of the works of the floofl’s freak. 

There was at one time some danger of 
the overflow of tbo Payne-street bridge, 
but the mighty flood, with all ita 
power, was unable to accomplish this, 
luougb a rush was made w hich rendered tho 
left side of the bridge going out dangerous. 
Charlie Weible, who has for a long time re¬ 
sided in that viciuitv, saw tho danger,and at 
danger to himself, in water two feet deep 
with the earth still giving way beneath bis 
feet, placed the warning signal, and for the 
past two night* the signal lights have been 
placed where he put the first warning of 
danger. 

The damage to the new Main-street bridgo 
has lieeu more destructive tuan was at first 
supposed, aud it may require tho building 
of a new one. Along this portion of the 
creek no further damage ha:- been done than 
that to the pork-houses of Hughe.*, Taggart 
& Co. and Fred. Vtainau Sc »Son, which can 
not iw determined uulii a further decline in 
the waters. 

Looking from Baxter avenue to Broadway 
there is suit but a complete sea, the connec¬ 
tion track back of O, W. Thomas, & Co.’s 
pork-house still boiug several feel lieneath 
the water. The damage to this pork-hour*.* 
aud that of the O. K. can not bo estimated 
at preseut. 

While there Is a prospective advance of 
projwrty in Jcru-alem there should 
additional rax placed upon the same, as the 
properry-owners there will be placed to an 
additional tax to put the avenue: leading 
to tueir property in that position that will 
place them artificially where nuturo has al¬ 
ready placed them. 


THE CITY FRONT. 

THE DESTRUCTION CACHKb RY I.AST NIGHT'S 
HTHitM. 

The storm of last night added the finishing 
touch to the destruction on tho city front, 
and the picture u now completed. It 
is rare, indued, that such a sterm 
occurs here, aud added to he flood, it 
w»* douldy terrible. The n-qve. of 
affair* In the afternoon led many 
to believe that tho rough weather had 
pasted. at least for a time, and, a* a cotiie- 
qi:4uoe, a number of families overanxious 
t<i move back rushed buck into then- house*, 
whico bad b.-cu pnrtmdv abandoned by the 
water, and came near iieing caught in the 
trap. The buildings on Fourth, Fifth and 
Bullitt streets suffered mo»t. Nearly all 
of them arc tram, and buve stood for inauy 
years. Their condition, at best would have 
been unsafe in Mien a storui, but loosened a§ 
they were by the flood, with the founda¬ 
tion* wash *d from under them, they were a* 
mere block* of wood in the face of the waves. 
A visit to the river last night was as full of 
interest tu u was of terror to the sufferer*. 
The waves rolled in with such force that 
they broke several feet upon the shore, and 
the toarmg could be heard for square*.

be, and the storm hod scarcely 
commenced before both of their 

boats were launched and went to the rescue 
of thvwo who were imprisoned.

the alley, which was partially 
shielded Indore, end three stables were 
overturned. Mr*. Graham's house, on the 
opposite side of the street, was rubbed of it* 
roof, and the kifcbcu wa* brokou away from 
the rest of tho building and

In Bullitt street only one bouse fell, and 
Chat was owned by a man named Gaegen. 
He had stalled to move bis furni¬ 
ture back into it yesterday, but 
was prevailed upon by his friends 
r *t to do so. A part of his fixtures were iu 
file second story of the bouse, and were Jo-*!, 
bo completely wa* it wrecked that there was 
not a piece of it left on tho street, and the 
•vail* were mashed into splinters. Fifth 
t»eet, however, seemed to have been smgl-d 
*ut a* a victim, mid suffered iiiuio uiun 
tuy other quarter on the river front. 
Nearly all the families were removed 
in safety, and William haurahau was about 
tne only one who remained behind. The 
house which he occupied was No 124, and a 
widow lady named Mrs. Mary Collins occu- 
piep a room in^tbe building. Haurahau’s 
family consisted of his wife end Tour 
children, and all of them made a 
miraculous escape from death. When 
the water first began to rise he had discretion 


enough to move to a place of safety, but 
too anxious to get back. Believing that 
the fit ,od wa* virtually over, and that no 
further damage would occur, he moved bi» 
family back yesterday. The lower floor 
was still flooded, so tho furniture wa* 
placed up-stairs, and they took up 
their quarter* there in the afternoon. When 
the warning notes of tho storm came and 
THX WAVES BEGAN TO ROLL 
against the side of the bouse they did not 
tenure their danger. They had just sat 
down to supper when the final cru»u came. 
The fir>t warning they had was when 
the house l-gan to shako, and 

the creaking of the timber* showed 
the great strain they were being 

subjected to. An instant later and the 
building rolled over on its side iuto the wa 
ter, aud the waves i-egau to dash it around 
at n lively rate. The light* were extin¬ 
guished tri the fall, and everything was 
dark. In some inconceivable manner 

all the members of the family e*- 

capod being caught in the falling 
timbers, and were imprisoned iugthe 

room,which began to fill rhnidlv with water. 
The roar «*f the wave* au(i the dash of the 
floating timber*as they struck against the 
Mile* of the house* were ho loud a» to almost 
drown their voices, and it was some time be¬ 
fore tho*# wbo w itntresed Ibe fall of 

the house could tell that there 

was any ou© in It. When tho 

fac. l*canie known several boats at 

once put off from tho shore to the rescue. 
Although tho distance was short, they ha i 
considerable trouble in reaching the house, 
as the darkness and the fierceness of the 
waves rendered the journey exceedingly 
dangerous. After half an hour’s work, all 
the

of the house were rescued and carried to 
land. Hardly had the seuud of the falling 
of this bon so died away when a largo 
two-story frame on the other side of tho 
street, owned by John McGinty, followed 
suit. Hi* family bad been moved to shore 
about half an riour before, and escaped the 
disaster. Nearly every particle of his 
household property was lost, and some 
remnant* weie washed m on the shore. Two 
of the buildings adjoining this one, and 
owned by the Williams heirs, were also car¬ 
ried away They were botn empty, the 
occupants having moved out some time ago. 
On uearly every street down the river the 
»ceue* Weie equally me appalling, End none 
but the most hardy dared to venture out 
from shore.

last night. Not a sigu of the hoaxes could tie 
seen from the shore, and it would have been 
&liau.it certain death to* have attempted to 
row across iu a small boat. Occasionally, 
however, the sound of falling timbers And 
too beating of the driftwood against the few 
remaining buildings could be beard above 
the rear of the water. The coming of 
another day was anxiously waited and 
watched fol* last flight by a number of peo¬ 
ple, who faced the wind and crowded along 
tue shore in vain attempts to catch a glimpse 
or hour a word from their houses in the wa¬ 
ter. The light iu Cupt. Adams’ house shone 
out like a beacon, and wa* tho only sign of 
life on the whole expanse. 

AT PORTLAND 

a number of families were caught unawares 
by the storm, and several narrow escapes 
occurred, but no on* wa* injured. A score 
or more of families were moved from the 
houses on Kudd avenue, and even some of 
those in the St. Charles Hotel, who have 
thought themselves so secure, weakened and 
s» nt for butts to take them to the shore. One 
old man. named James Kamsom, who lived 
nlli.811 Rudd uveuue, was found sitting on 
be noJ l b* roof of his houae holding a little child m 
his arms, whicn he protected from the wind 
and snow. Occasionally a wave would 
break against the structure, causing it to 
snake and tremble a* if about to fail *« 
piece- He bad be**n silting in that position 
for % couple of hour* when discovered, 
and .although he had baJlooed himself hoarse, 
hi* voice had not been heard. He was re¬ 
moved in a lioat and taken to the house of a 
li lend. Tlie houses on Front street are sup- 
|*med to have suffered severely, although 
they could not be reached last night, ‘lo- 
day will reveal a terrible picture of destruc¬ 
tion, and all that remains to do is to wait. 
ALONG THE UPPER oHfO. 

Mr. R. H. Withers, of l<exington, Ky., ar¬ 
rived iu thin city from Cincinnati in a canoe 
1 i-t everting. And registered at tho Louisville 
Hotel, where a Coukikr-Julknal reporter 
interviewed him. Mr. Withers in substance 
»ai 1: 

“I left Cincinnati Bundav morning at 
10 o'clock in my canoe, in a t severe rain¬ 
storm. Tbo overflowed banks aud bouses, 
viewed from an oi*m boat, is novel and pic¬ 
turesque lu the extreme. Many isolated 
houses along the banks of the river bare been 
abandoned by their owner*, who are endur¬ 
ing grea* hardship* and exposure, lieiug in¬ 
sufficiently housed and with scanty food. In 
snuie respects the condition of things along 
the river has l>eeu exaggerated. 

' In some instance* It has not been painted 
strongly enough. At Lawrenceburg there n 
nut a vestige of dry ground. The Big Miami 
haTorei flowed its baqkx, and the main cur¬ 
rent run* through the center of the town, 
which looks as though a cyclone had swept 
throngu it, houses and dehri* being piled up 
iu every imaginable shape. In the uew 
division about fifty houses have disappeared, 
having been swept down stream. I passed 
tlie first night at Rising Sun, and paddled 
down to Madison Monday.

PEOPLE PREPARING TO CLEAN TP—TWO 

BUSINESS BLOCKS OCT OF WATER—THE 

STORM LAST NIGHT. 

The river had fallen sufficiently yesterday 
morning to enable some of the resident* in 
certaiu localities on the outskirts and in high 
places about the city to wa*b tbe mud and 
debris from their floor*. A muddy sediment 
two or three inches deep settled on the floors 
and windows of the residences, and in order 
to get the dirt out work had to be com¬ 
menced before this became hard. Scrubbing 
was in order all day, especially along Spring 

fflifu *ouie people who moved to high 
places visit* d their home-, yesterday they 
found the furniture, which they had imag¬ 
ined was above any high water mark, com¬ 
pletely ruined. Bed* and clothing, and an 
ioflnite number of perisuable articles were 
destroyed in this w«v. This was the case 
particularly with theme who live in cottage 
bouses. 

Persons who do not understand the topog¬ 
raphy of the city can not understand w bv 
all of ibe houses along Front street are now 
out of water and tue balance of the city 
still flooded. For instance last nigflt the 
water had entirely disappeared from the cor 
ner of Market and F'pr.ng, while at the cor¬ 
ner of Walnut and Market, three square* 
north, the water was six feet deep, and o:> 
Ohio and Indiana avenues in about the same 
proportion. It will take several day.* yet 
for the water to run out of these places 
under the most favorable cncum-tances. 

Lost night more ihuu two-lbirdtof the city 
w as still under w ater. Up to noon yester¬ 
day, although tbo nv%r fell slowly, the p«*J- 
ple were contented, feeling that in a couple 
of days, at least, they would be able to once 
mere set foot upon dry land about thoir 
homes. This feeling wi»* dis»tpntod con*l 1- 
erably at noui. when a houvy rain set in. 
continuing until night, when, to make mat¬ 
ters worse, a eevere wiud-storm, added to 
the rain, made things look desp-rato m tbo 
flooded district. Feucee which had been tied 
to tree*, out-houscs, stables, doorstep* and 
other things were swept away in a short 
time, and by this morning much of it has 
landed below the fall* or in places where it 
never can be reclaimed. At this hour V# p. 
M.) it is impossible to tell bow much destruc¬ 


tion the storm has done, or how many acci¬ 
dent* have resulted, if any; but a later m*- 
)>atch will be »ent, detailing some of the re¬ 
sult-. if it is possible to get out in a skiff. 

The Relief L ominittee, at a meeting held 
on Monday uight. concluded to cut off *<hp- 
j lies for oue day, in order to prevent a fam¬ 
ine. The drain nad k>ecn so heavy that tue 
committee saw the necessity of making tho 
ration* meager, an 1 therefore uo orders were 
filled yesterday. To-duv the commissaries 
will be opeued again. The Commi-sary on 
Lower Market street has been dosed aud re¬ 
moved to Boring street, east si Je, near 
Front. The demaud w»* jo great on tho 
dowu town establishment, and the refusal to 
give aid only when investigated so positive, 
that at one time tne crowd tbreulcned to 
break in and carry aw ay the stores. Spring 
street wa*, therefore, thought to be a safer 
plaiv*. There are many cases where the com • 
niittee is imposed upon, but humanity urges 
that those who issue rations to give in 
doubtful cases, for it is better that the un- 
wortby should receive aid than to 
let one worthy laniily suffer. Tlie 
ration* have been very substantial, aim 
in some cases tine, consisting of cooked 
Imtnt, preserves, canned meats, apple-butter, 
cnee-*, crackers, etc. Potatoes, bacon, 
shoulders, corned-lieef, corn-meal and coffee 
hare been given from the starb. There aie 
luany ca.se* of sickness. Dr. Fouts ref*or:»d 
fourteen case* in the Rose-hill school-house 
yesterday, and asked that the Commissary 
supply them with something that a sick per ¬ 
son could eat. I>rt. Graham, McClure and 
Sheets, of the Board of Health, reported 
numerous tick per-ous in the school -houses 
aud public buildings where they visit. Any 
delicacies that may be sent to the Relief Com¬ 
mittee will be reserved for them 
The relief boat from IndianapoPs ha* left 
a quantity of medicines, and this will be 
used by the Board of Health. Mr. Eugene 
Stoaley, the Overseer of the Poor m Jeffer- 
sonville towuship, is acting with the Ileiiof 
Committee, but the expense is borne by tlie 
township, lie l* visiting ibe flooded district 
in a skiff and fufulshins fuel, which is badly 
needed. So there U no danger of those who 
go to the Coraiuiviary suffering, only from 
sigklie*-. As yet only one new ruse of 

siuall-pox ha* been repoiU-d, and it was 
promptly removed to the pest-bou*e. 
Franklin, Columbus, Edinburgh and Bey- 
uiour tout additional aid vesterday. In¬ 
dianapolis sent a car-load. It will be *».Teral 
w**kt» vet before people can go to work, and 
some who are receiving aid won’t work. 
Tbo Relief Committee at its next rtieein.g 
will probably pass an order forbidding the 
issuance of supplies to able-bodied men who 
refuse to help in cleaning the streets.

—Both of the national bank* transacted 
business yesterday, the water having disap¬ 
peared from the block on wbica they are lo¬ 
cated 

—The post-oflico, which has been over two 
feet under water, will be moved down stairs 
to day from the Citueus’ National ltouk 
building. 

—The telephone service wa* invaluable 
duriug the high water, and Miss Nona Hous¬ 
ton, the agent, was very efficient and prompt 
in responding to messages. 

—The Jeff, railway is carrying supplies 
here free of charge, and Bupt. McKenna has 

S tven orders to hi* employes to be prompt m 
olivary. This U very clever, indeed. 

—Mrs. Radaker, correspondent of the Chi¬ 
cago Nines, was in the city yesterday and 
took a view of the flooded eftv. She thought 
it the biggest item -he had seen in many 
year*. 

—The flood damaged the floor of 8t. Au- 
g'lK'.me’s church very considerably. J be 
water came up over the benches. The Freo- 
bvteriau church wa* also iujuied to a great 
extent. 

—Two bov* living up town went out from 
home yesterday at ter noon iu a flat. When 
tlie storm came up last night their parent* 
catuodown town seorebietj; for them, but 
-without success. 

—The Howards saved their bi£ Anchor- 
line steamer now on the ways. A hundred 
tons of pig iron weighted her down. The 
flrui was also successful in saving all. or 
nearly all, of their timber and logs; at least 
none bail been lost up to dark last evening. 

— Mayor Tarbert and ’.Squire Biair, of 
Braail. urrived in the city yesterday.

He states that Esquire Ed. Randolph, of 
Valley Statian, has been selling aud other¬ 
wise disposing of the provisions seut to him 
for the relief of the flood sufferers in bis lo¬ 
cality. The bacon, or at least a part of it, 
bo alleged Randolph sold for 12V., cents a 
pound, ami other article* were distributed 
among the hand* in his employ. 'Squire 
Randolph was intrusted with the dRtrtbu- 
tlou of relief Mipplies for county sufferers l>v 
Judge W. B. Hoke. ’Squire Hardin called 
in hereon on Maj. Womack to make the 
complaint, but the matter being entirely out 
of the province of the city authorities no ac¬ 
tion was taken in the matter. 

THE WORK AT THE RELIEF STATION. 

The Central Relief Station, on Jefferson 
street, between Third and Fourth, was tnk*n 
in charge of yesterday by the Board of Trade 
Relief Committee, w ho work in connection 
with the gentlemen w ho organized the sta¬ 
tion. Col. Savage still has charge of the 
distribution of the nupplies, aud Col. Wro.

hopedet* oreven difficult, if there w*a* a single 
person who could identify them a* sufferers. 1 
Ail applying at stations are not flood sufferers 1 
nor deserving of relief. With every precau¬ 
tion, it is not po>&ih)e to avoid some imposi¬ 
tion. Tbo re.ivf ts being afforded systemati¬ 
cally and timely, and there i« no one suffer¬ 
ing to-day, for want of food, in the city of 
Louisville. The ladies of the city are active¬ 
ly engaged in mimsUiing to the tick. Money 
has been given to the ’’Flower MUaion,’* 
Sadd Mission,” "Ladies' Relief Society” 
and some individuals expressly for the sick. 
Several physicians have volunteered their 
services, and a dumber of druggists are fill¬ 
ing prescriptions without charge. Hence it 
is apparent that the present wants of the 
poor are being supplied a* fully as la possible 
under existing circumstances, and the gener¬ 
ous people of the city have Lberedly contrib¬ 
uted all that ba» been required, and will 
doubtless continue to do so as long at 
help is needed. A few persons object to 
the whole relief system, thinking, perhaps, 
that It would be better to let the poor shift 
for themselves. If ', the relief may oncourago 
pauperism. Sornu make this iu excuse for 
w itubolding contributions. Let them take a 
trip around the city, w here these jx>or people 
are huddled tu^ct er for shelter* whole fam¬ 
ilies (the most fortunate) m a single room, 
hundreds, in cooper shops, out-bou*es, 
slaughterhouses and other comfortless 
buildings; come to the relief station* and 
w itness the wretchedness of the people; come 
in contact with the sick and tho*e from tbvir 
bedsides, listen to their stones of loss and 
suffering, and no excuse can justify the 
prosperous man or woman from withholding 
a helping hand in this charitable work. A 
few persons would throw the care of our poor 
upon the benevolent of other places. 
Louisville will never ask for charity, 
nor does she need it while there are 
prosperous, warm-hearted people within her 
limits. All along the Ohio river, beyond the 
cities where the wealthy reside, there are 
ten* of thousands of tmilerers, and m their 
behair we may rightly appeal to the whole 
country, ro long as we are discharging the 
duty we owe to our own poor. Money will 
be furnished to the Board of Trade and Citi¬ 
zens’ Relief Committee by our people as 
long a* the need of relief continue*. As to 
whf.t shall he done for the people who have 
lost house* or other property by the flood, it 
is difficult to answer. If the property is to 
be restored to its former condition, or the 
owners reimbursed for losses sustained, sure 
ly we must ask our city authorities or the 
State to appropriate money for that 
purpose. Jt is in no sense the 
duty of individuals. 'While there are 

doubtless many persons living on tho 
Point, who ow n their little homes and cun 
ill afford to stand the lues, it is true also 
that the bulk of the property belongs to 
persous who are able to stand ft, aud must 
stand it like any other misfortune. But 
might it not be perfectly proper for the 
Council to appropriate a sum of money 
equal to the ainoiint of tlie taxes levied on 
this flooded property for tho year 1884, 
and to distribute it among ihe owners of 
tbts property f That would simply amount to 
remitting (heir taxes for this year; and. in 
view of all the facts, is it not just that they 
should be remitted I 

The Relief Committeo will continue Its 
labors, and exert everv effort to relieve tbo 
suffering until work is resumed in the man¬ 
ufactories and the waters permit the people 
to occupy their former homes. Relief.

APPEALS rOR HELP. 

A committee waited on tb* Board of Trade 
aud Citizeui*’ Relief Committee from Orell 
and \ alley Station*, staling that there wute 
a uutnber'of people living there who oould 
not get supplier on account of the flood. The 
Board of Trade nnd Citizen*’ Relief Commit¬ 
tee ordered 500 rations to bo rent to these 
people. 

TUE WORK OF THE RFLIFF COMMITTEE. 

(To the EtrtOr of the Courier-Journal.] 
Twelve hundred families, numl-ering 5,200 
persons of mil ages, are now receiving 4,600 
rations a day. The ration is liberal in 
amount and of excellent quality. 

The members of the Relief Committee In 
charge of the different stations require that 
each applicant shad bo identified. In the 
case of actual flood sufferers it is easily 
done, as'tueu are in attendance wbu. know 
every family residing in the flooded district. 

Auolber class of sufferers were those who 
have beeu thrown out of work by the stop¬ 
page of manufactories, etc. ’fln’T treated 
with the same o«n»iderat!ou as those whose 
homes are actually in the w uter, and it is by 
no mean* a difficult task for any person who 
noeds relief to find some one wbo can voucb 
for him. Therefore. “An Old Man” who

UP THE RIVER. 

The United States relief boat Reindeer, 
which left here last 8aturJny morning on a 
trip up the river to Madison to distribute 
food to the flood sufferers, returned yester¬ 
day. A large *upply of provision* was left 
by tbe boat at every landing between this 
citv and Madison. The genilemeu in charge 
of the boat report tbo destruction all along 
the river as having been great. Nearly 
ovary town has been flooded aud a large 
uuober of bouses swept away, while tbe 
water at some point* extends out into the 
country for miles. At Madison, Indiana, 
the supplies were transferred to the Mayor of 
the city, nnd at other places to committees. 
Ate-at twenty landing* aud scattering houses 
were visited. The crew sent from tue Life, 
saving Mation, cousinting of l apt. John 
GihocUy* George Frazer and Joe Tapp, ren¬ 
dered valuable assistance, as it was necessary 
in a uumteor of instances to scud food to n 
number ol persons who lived in house* situ¬ 
ated on remote creeks, and in place* that 
could not be reached by the steam boat. 
Utica, lnd.. Bull ('reek, Ind., aud Milton, 
Ky., are tho places that have suffered most. 


These town* are entirely submerged, and tbe 
provision-, were sent noue too soon.

I he people along the river to Madison 
are now supplied with rations for ten days from 
yesterday. 

At Madison I took the receipt of Ihe Mayor: in I 
every oilier ca*e 1 took the receipt of the (.’hair- 
ruan o the Relief Committee for tue supplies 
turned ovrr lo them 

The people along the river hank were delighted 
to see us. and received the bountiful supplies 
sent them by the Government wuh gratitude. 

In my judgment, no a>*i-um e in the way of 
food w ill be required for about ten days. Cloth¬ 
ing wa* not called for Out iu very few instances. 

Cant. Irwin Dugan, of the steamer Reindeer, 
has done everything In his power to make the ex¬ 
pedition a success. 

The current in the river wa* found to be a great 
deal stit nrer than expected, and in ortter to 
more speedily accomplish the object of our mis¬ 
sion Cnpt Dugan engaged another towbout, the 
*’Bob Connell,” to push us up the river. This 
action of Capt. Dugan saved us auoul 48 hours' 
time, and 1 respectfully request that the action 
of ( apt, Dugan he approved. Lvery facility waa 
given by him and the crews for making (he dif¬ 
ferent landing* and unloading the stores. Tbe 
crew from the Louisville Life-saving Station gave 
the most valuable a*-istance In seudutg relief to 
remote place* on creek* and scattering house*on 
the river b <uk which Could not have been reached 
without them. 

We returned to Louisville at 12 o’clock to-day.

P'Bec the Reindeer approach their little town 
this afternoon, and when she drew up at the up¬ 
per pari of town every person who could com- 
matu it skiff or boat went out to see w hat relief 
had arrived. 

Capt Dugan, commander of the boat, met the 
committee and conducted them to the cabin, 
where they uiel Mr. W. Wulff, who had charge of 
the supplies fuiuHhed by the Government, who 
at once bf*gan the distribution of supplies for tue 
hungry cj.SjO rations). 

Cur liitle town showed a sad and forlorn con- 
dltiun. Cut of 125 house* 9d arc in water, moat 
of them almost entirely submerged. Our school* 
have been mfepen ied. and the school building is 
now occupied by J05 person-*; one ol tlief mr 
eburehes i» left out of Die water, nnd is om'upied 
bv 3D person*. The parsonage 1* occupies by 13. 
and all the residence* out of the water are occu¬ 
pied by from three to five families lle*!de« a 
number of families hava becu compelled tore- 
move to tho country. 

Dr. L. L. Williams report* thirty who are on 
Ihe sick list. Tne damage to our town will 
reach $10,000. The mm employed at Ihe Llutc- 
works, 75 In number, are out of employ moot* 
aud w ill be for quite a while yet. 

A jrrevt deal of auffering was relieved this aft¬ 
ernoon hr the committee, as they issued 526 ra¬ 
tion* to the sufferers. 

T* e people of Utic* will ever remember the 
kindne-s they received at the hand* of the offi¬ 
cer* tn charge of the Reindeer.

STORY OF THE STORM. 

TELLINO WHAT THE WATERS HAVE DONE FOR 
ASHLAND AND CaTLEITSBCBG. 

# f Caere'i>on<iencc of the Courier-Journal. 1 
On board the 1 ‘Storm,” above Cat¬ 
letts burg, Feb. 17.—As an eye-witness of 
the ravages of the flood from Antiiami along 
the Ohio valley to this poiut, 1 con givo tho 
readers of tbe Cocrier-Journal some idea 
of tho situation a* the waters begin to sub¬ 
side. There are iu our party Col. J. Stod¬ 
dard Johnston, of Frankfort; Senator Attila 
Cox, of Uwen; Judge Thompson and CoL 
Jno. G. Roach, of Louisville; Hon. H. D. 
McHenry, of the National Democratic Com¬ 
mittee, and G. V. Triplett, of Owensboro. 
Our sleeper to Washington could g^t no 
further than Ashland, necessitating n trans¬ 
fer by boat to Huntington. Tho water is 
still over the track at many point*, and re¬ 
construction train* at work. Hence the 
delay in through travel will be slight. 

1 am inclined to think that the reports 
of the devastation at Ashland have 
been somewhat exaggerated, although 
the picture presented along tbe 
river front is ono of desolation. The 
water reivhed a height of about 4 feet on 
the first floor «>f the hotel at Ashland, and I 
would judge had reached about tue same 
height in mo*t of the adjoining houses. 
Rubbish, dnftwnol and debris strew the 
street*, and a moist, clammy air seem* to 
hover about the entire place. Evidences of 
actual damage, uowever. are not visible, save 
a* a stray shanty or piece of fencing has hceu 
dUl’Mlged or washed away. I saw little indi¬ 
cation of actual suffering or didress among 
tbe few inhabitants visible, and wa* informed 
that beyond a temporary iticonveuience there 
bad been far less damage lucre than reported 
in some of the press accounts. 

At Uatlettsburg the scene is different. A 
bird’s-evo view of tbe city from the river is 
nut a verv prepossessing ono. Tho water 
has fallen at mast ten feet at this point, and 
is still on the first floor of tbe hdrel and ell 
tho houses along tho river front. Day before 
yesterday it was in tbe second story of tbe 
hou*fs. Fur up the streets we could see 
people in boats moving plunder, disappear¬ 
ing in nud out of alley-ways aud landing at 
tbv windows and front doors. There were 
evidence* of suffering and loss of property on 
all sules. Even the residences and tenemeut 
bouses on the hills and high places seouied lo 
wear a desolate lix*k. 

lu the submerged portion of the city tbe 
ncetjo can better tee imagined than described. 
Hay-stacks, drift, lumber, trees and logs 
are indiscriminately piled about and lodged 
among tbo houses. At ono point a number 
of people were seen wading about in the 
water up to their waists. Our boat put off 
a large lot of bread and groceries at the 
wharf for th** sufferer*. 

By to-night or to-morrow tho water will 
have receded from tbe town, and tnen the 
extent of the damage will be even more ap¬ 
parent than at present. Yet, notwithstand¬ 
ing all this, tuo people s^eni reconciled to 
tueir lot, nnd even a grim sort of humor 
liaug* over the faces of #ome of tbe crowd 
w ho gathered at the wharf. They are ©vi¬ 
olently nor pessimists, the*© sturdy dweller* 
along the Ohio, and will look at all misfor¬ 
tune with a philosophic eye.

THE RIVER FALLING SLOWLY AND THE 
WEATHER WINDY AND COLD. 

Evansville, Ind., Feb. 19.—There is not 
much change in the river. It is falling very 
slowly. A terrible wind-storin raged all 
afternoon, aud is still blowing a gale. There 


came up at 3 P. m. almost a hurricane from 
the northwest. Not much damage to ship¬ 
ping was done here, but there are fears that 
the news from the submerged districts to¬ 
morrow will report much loss of life 
from the drowning of those still in tno sec- 
mid-story of their submerged bouses. It l* 
growing very dohl and snowing, with no 
signs of the wind abating. Relief boats will 
patrol up anl down the river as early a* 
th‘-y can start in tbe morning to relieve the 
suffering and learn of the disaster*. 

AT CAIRO. 

Cairo, Feb. 19.—Tbe river at not»„ w*« 
51 feet 2 inches, one foot below tlie high- 
water of 1883, and still rising sliwly. It 
was raining this morning. It is thought the 
river will come to a stand Thursday. The 
lewes are in fine condition, and the river 
will have lo raise 3 feet now to reach th' 
top. 

The river at 7 this evening was 51 feet i 
inches and rteing slowly. A heavy rain 
fell this afternoon, accompanied by a gals 
of wind, it i* still blowing hard from the 
northwest, which will prove a Miverr 
strain upon the new levee here 
A force of men i* watching and plac¬ 
ing sand bags in the washed places 
and everything is done possible to keep the 
levees intact. The levee at Mound City still 
holds. Bulkheads are being built and sand¬ 
bags placed over threatened places. The 
river *tiU lacks nearly a foot of lost year s 
stage. 

AT OWENSBORO,

Owensboro. Ky.. Feb. ly.—The water, 
after reaching n height a few inches b**vond 
the rise of la*l year, has come to a stand, 
but Owensboro stands fully five feet above 
the flood, and not a family has been disturb¬ 
ed, not an industry hindered, aod not a dollar 
lost by any of the buxine*' men of tbe city 
by reason of the flood. We are raisiug re¬ 
lief fuuds. 

THE RELIEF WORK. 

GFN. BECKWITH’S REPORT OF THE GOVERN¬ 
MENT’S WORK IN AIDING THE BUFFER¬ 
ING. 

Washington, Feb. 19,—The Secretary of 
War continues to receive numerous tele¬ 
grams showing satisfactory progress in the 
work of relief to the flood sufferers along the 
Ohio nver aud it* tributaries. A telegram 
to-day from Gen. Beckwith, Cincinnati, 
says, among other things: 

“To-day, from Wheeling to Cairo, along 
both ban 14 , there is not a man, woman or 
child that pines for food.” Tbe general 
tenor of tbe tfIngrams is that the supplies 
already distributed aro amply sufficient to 
meet all present needs. The Secretary has 
authorized Gen. Beckwith to make use of 
h.tpital tents at Jeffersonville for fur- 
ntshiug shelter to the inimbiiauta of the 
flooded district* wbme homes have been 
washed away. He has also been notified 
that there are 2,UO0 secoud hand teuta at 
Philadelphia which may be utilized for the 
*ame purpo*a. There is yet unexpended 
$100,009 of the $500,000 appropriated.

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COPYRIGHTS 


The Men Who Assume At Exelusire Priv¬ 
ileges That the Late Oort .Vot 
Them, Taken To Tatk. 

PRIVILEGES OF PLAYWRIGHTS. 


[Corrtrpondbnce of the Courier-JoumalA 
New Youk. Feb. 14,—Mr. Oily Carte, 
peddler in chief to Messrs. Gilbert & Sul* 
(lean, has cabled a letter to the Herald in 
Inference to tha new comic opera of tho 
'Princess Ida.” He glorifies its success in 
London, prophecies a great triumph for it 
In New York, and then proceeds to threaten 
all person* who may be disposed to play this 
©jwra in America without his gracious per- 
tension. 

To these people on evil designs intent does 
Mr. Carte apply tho terms “thieves” and 
‘‘pirates.” Mr. Carte is no fool; he is the 
son of Bounce by Old-fashioned Impudence. 
Ho is small in inches, but gigantic in assump¬ 
tion. He is also a magnificent specimen of 
tho class of Englishmen connected with the 
drama who. on landing in America, take 
possession of tho country in the name of 
John Brown and Queen Victoria, ns Colum¬ 
bus claimed the New World for Ferdinand 
and Isabella. He and French, another 
peddler of other people’s brains, together 
with some half a dozen equally “truly good” 
“proprietors” of imported literature, have 
contrived, by the aid of unscrupulous law¬ 
yers and venal judges, to set up certain 
sbackuvy fictions which have obtained all 
the force of statute law*, and which have es¬ 
tablished for their uso and btuelit 
a counterfeit, but effective, interna¬ 
tional copyright law. In fact, the 
monks iu the reign of Edward 111. 
showed no greater astuteness iu workiug 
round the statistics of Mortmain thau these 
cunning fellows have in setting up laws of 
their own. They have reduced their game 
to such a point that all they have to do at 
present, when their rotten rights are attack¬ 
ed, is to go into a court and bawl for an in¬ 
junction. which they invariably get, und 
which they geuerally contrive to make per¬ 
petual. 

Now the whole question lies in tho smallest 
of nut-shells. Authors’ rights spring rroui 
statutory law' altogether; under the common 
law they have none. These rights, embraced 
in what is known as the copyright law, give 
the author the exclusive right to publish bis 
own productions. The inventor of a now 
and useful machine, or other thing, obtains 
through the medium of the Patent Office the 
protection of the Government for a limited 
period, iu the exclusive light to make and 
vend bis invention. A foreigner may take 
out a patent in this country, but a foreigner 
can not obtain a copyright for bis book, 
play, opera, etc. This is unreasonable and 
unjust, bnt it is the law. Therefore, the 
Judge who has decided that a foreigner 
may by a trick and a plausible claim to pro¬ 
tection or property under the common law 
enjoy the full benefit of a copyright which 
tha statute law denies him, is either a 
rogue or a fool, uud in either case 
is not fit to sit on the bench. 
Oily Carte and his kind enjoy a temporary 
tnumpb. Some day w hen one of their im¬ 
pertinent assu mptions is well contested aud 
the case properly presented before the U. 8. 
Court, the cobwebs will be all swept away 
and the foreigner be compelled to accept the 
status the law has already established for 
him. I should like to see some American 
Oily Carte walk into an English court and 
haw! aloud for an injunction against an En¬ 
glish manager —mmmo “thief” and “pirate” 
who had taken his play. The Judgo would 
inform this much-wronged individual that 
English law did nut regard his production as 
pio|H»rty. 

CORPORATION OOXTRACTS. 

But, after all, probably the English au¬ 
thor has not much more assurance in setting 
up bis own law in this conntry than certain 
American cotpo. aliens show in disregarding 
their liabilities to tho public. A well-know n 
jurist of this city facetiously declared that 
tire insurance companies needl'd only one 
more clnum* in their policies, and that was 
“providod that this company sbalHiot be 
held liable under any circumstances.” It 
lias always boeu a matter of public belief 
tnat tbe duties aud responsibilities of com¬ 
mon carriers were fixed by law, and I have 
a faint and far-away recollection of Mr. 
Justice Blackburn having bad something to 
aav about it. The modern express company 
culls its way-bill a contract, and rises above 
tho law with all tbe arrogance of 
Charles 1. until pulled violently 
down. But tbe most audacious act, 
aud which for coolness would make an 
iceberg shiver, is the printed notice on the 
Western Union blanks that the company will 
e-md a message to a given point for twenty- 
five cents, but won t promise that it will ar¬ 
rive unless they receive 50 per cent, addi¬ 
tional to the regular charge. 1 was very 
lad to read a decision by a Georgia Judge, 
think the other day, to tbe effect that it 
was obligatory on the Western Union to per¬ 
form its promise to send a message after it 
was paid for, even if it compelled them to 
have'the message repeated back at their own 
expense. 

There is a great deal of speculttion over 
the Metropolitan Opera-house and its future 
manager. It is asserted that Mr. Abbey is 
to continue the management of tho place, 
and lhi» confident assertion is as positively 
denied. No one cares, I fancy. The popu¬ 
larity or unpopularity of a manager has but 
li: tie effect on the receipts of the box-office. 
No one keeps away from a great attraction 
because he hates a manager, and no one goes 
to a poor one because be loves him. The Op¬ 
era-house cost an absurd amount of money— 
neuriy $2,000,000. The itemized accounts 
will make a practical theater buildergnn from 
ear to ear. For slage-nggiug loft and paint 
bridge there wore exuendeded over #28,000, 
n sum for which McElfalrick w ill undertake 
to build a whole theater complete, with the 
rurtaiu ready to go up—one that would seat 
1,500 people. 

For scenery, costumes, properties and 
music the sum of $142,000 was expended. 
The bare walN of the jheater with the plas¬ 
tering and tiling made up a little bill of 
$400,000! Brick* must have been #100 a 
thousaod laid in tho walls and plastering $C> 
n square yard. The company at the end of 
tb*« year estimate the needed amouut of 
$U4,200 for carpet* aud decorations. It is 
snort $258,478. The stockholders are called 
upon to put up $5,500 apiece, and 1 behove 
are willing to do it. These gay aud reckless 
young feliows have still an eye to tbe maiu 
chance, and" always keep that eye wide 
open in search of a'wandering dollar. They 
are of tbe race who would make the funeral 
baked meat* *»*rve for the weddiug break¬ 
fast. One of tbiiuisuld: “My box costa me 
$50 a night. 1 rarely attend more than ono 
night m a week. I have received for the use 
of the box for each of the other two night* 
In tho week $00. that leaves tuo $00 profit 
and my ouo night of opera every week.” 
Thu gentleman probably spends the off 
nights iu soiling speculators’ tickets in frout 
of the Opera»hon*e or some one of the thea 
tors. quite impossible to make a place 

af amusement costing $2,000,000 pay. And 
vet there are plenty of the Curtins 
Weed ready to throw them»elve* into 
the yawuing gulf, and expect to emerge 
from some outlet at the bottom with full 
jlocket* and preceded by shouting fame. 
Air. Gve is willing, and so is Cauipnniui. 
Tho latter, finding hLs voice going, u quite 
willing to go into 4 ‘peexness. ’’

has sprung up in Washington which no doubt 
meets tbe hearty approval of Mr. Johnnio 
Albaugh, manager of the principal theater 
in that city. Theater parties have become a 
feature. On oneoccasiou forty young ladies 
invited forty young men and ten elderly 
ladies to chaperone tho young fellows—a 
clear gain to the treasury of ninety tickets. 
W here did the voimg women get ibvir money I 
1 should have been glad to see such a custom 
arise during the first year of the war. Ninety 
people at 7i> cents a head nt the old Louis¬ 
ville would have paid the night’s expenses. 
Glorious days those for actors—#20 a week 
for leading man, $16 for leading woman. 
“Palmy days!” They’ll never return, 
though actors may cry for them. And the 
manager, what a good thing be bad trying 
to work-out arithmetical puzzles as to bow 
to make $500 pay $500 and have something 
leftover; to make out bills, to direct tho 
stage, to paint the scenery, devise gorgeous 
helmets und shields for a spectacle, spending 
fully $10 in putting tbe piece on the stage, 
and passing the superabundant spare time in 
cutting out wood-cuts for the programme 
with a dull penknife on a block of pine wood! 
The “proof before letters” from these cuts 
were not generally sought after, but, after 
the press had squeezed out 100, the balance 
became phenomenal and stood ready to rep 
reseut anything called for by the imagina 
tion. The man who printed them, who had 
a contract to furnish oO three-sheet poster* a 
day aud 1,000 programmes a night for the 
coiitract price of $45 a week, was wont at 
tbe 100th programme to leave the unfinished 
work to his boy, get a bottle of whisky and 
make for tho woods. He died a few years 
afterward in the collar of an unfinished 
bouse, a victim to eccentricity, n disease 
which has slain its thousands, when 
properly stimulated. The “theater par¬ 
ties” in those days seemed to be made 
up from an immense secret order, all 
bound by a terrific oath never to come with¬ 
in a quarter of a mile of a dramatic enter¬ 
tainment. The oath was never broken. I 
would occasioually meet one of these men. 
who always betrayed himself by asking when 
the theater was going to open, not knowing 
that the season won a mouth old; and, again, 
after tbe doors had been closed for six weeks, 
asking me wbat wo wero playing. 1 believe 
this society is entirely broken up. which I 
am glad of, for the sake of John Macauley 
aud the newspapers. 

Everything seems prosperous here just at 
present. The mau with the broom-stick 
wooden leg, who is the first spring bird, had 
his hat full of pennies as 1 passed him iu 
Bark Place this morning. If he perseveres 
he will evolve into a syndicate in lime. 
“Down-town” is choked with crowds going 
to worship at tbe temple of business. Must 
of the old faces seem stamped with an avari¬ 
cious desire to keep on in another world after 
having closed accounts with this. Art is 
working nobly in its mission, which is to 
support the picture-frdme-maker and his in¬ 
teresting family. Joe Howard was dragged 
m his lavender robes to juil for presuming to 
answer a policeman und for addressing a re¬ 
mark to a toll-taker on the Brooklyn bridge. 
Herr Most addressed a very small audience 
on tbe communist idea generally and the ad¬ 
visability of assassinating the Emperor of 
Austria without moment’s delay, if be had 
intimated that he was going to propose an 
indiscriminate slaughter of tho New York 
police there would have been “standing- 
room only.”

A REMARKABLE JjRKAM ER. 

The Exact Figures In Ibe Senatorial Race 

(ihen Three Weeks Iu Advance — Other 

Dreams. 

I Bluetjrat* Clipper.) 

Mr. J. W. Harper, who has lived in Wood¬ 
ford county all his life and is ono of iu best 
and most substantial citizens, has had four or 
five dream*, scattered over a period of thirty 
years, which have been verified in a wonder¬ 
ful manner. He very seldom dreams, but 
when ho has one of bis prophetic dreams it 
impresses him greatly and be confidently pre¬ 
dicts its verification. 

On Sunday night three weeks ago he 
dreamed that he saw in a vivid manner the 
figures that indicated tbe result of tuo Sena¬ 
torial race at Frankfort, and these figures 
wure i*4, 57, the former for Blackburn and 
ihw latter for William*. He want to Frank¬ 
fort the uext night and told Capt. Jm» Black¬ 
burn that be would be elected by that vote, 
and in the presence of a half dozen gentle¬ 
men wrote tbe vote on the wall. Cant. 
Blackburn expressed much confidence in Mr. 
Harper’s dream, and tbe result showed him 
to lie correct. It will be remembered that 
the vote stood 63, 57, but Representative 
Harris bad sent won! to Blackburn that his 
vote should bo cost for him if it was re¬ 
quired, thus making Blackburn’s actual 
vote 6*1. 

In February, when the race-horse Isling¬ 
ton was two vears old, Mr. Harper dreamed 
that be saw the great race which took place 
in Lexington tho following May. He dreamed 
that a bay horse with four white feet and a 
little white on bis nose w as tbe winner. This 
answers tbe description of Lexington exact¬ 
ly, abaougb Mr. hnruer had never seen him 
nor heard him described.

Mr. Iffcrper dreamed iu 
March that Lexiugton won it, with a sorrel 
hor>m he did not know second, and Highland¬ 
er distanced. He bet $10 with Gen. Atie 
Buford on the result of the race and won it, 
the sorrel horse proving to be Lo Conipte. 

A short tiruo before the war he dreamed 
that he was standing in a certain place in his 
yard, when he saw passing by a man with 
intlamed swollen face, who seemed to be the 
bearer of evil news. He thought that it 
turned out that a number of negroes in 
Midway were arrested for stealing goods 
from tbe store of Kercbeval & Storey, 
aud among them was one Mow n favor 
ite negro belonging to Wni. Harper. He 
thought that Mono proved himself to be in¬ 
nocent of the charge und wra* liberated. He 
told this dream to his wife and friends. Two 
weeks later he was standing iu the exact 
spot he was in the dream, when he saw a 
man with red, sw’ollen face pass hurriedly 
by. He wont into the house and told bis 
wife that something was wrong at Midway, 
tnouuted his horse and w*nt to town. The 
first thing be saw was a gang of negroes on 
the street under arrest, and among them 
Wm. Harper’* Moee. They bad stolen boots, 
shoes, clothing, etc., from the store of 
Kercbeval <£ tStorey. Tbe negro Mose had 
a new hat on, which tie proved he had 
bought, and was accordingly set free. Tho 
facts set forth above are weil known to Mr. 
Harper's friend* und can bo vouched for by 
many substantial men.

Tclsdiy, Feb. 111.—The general situa¬ 
tion uf business i« the Ohio valley continue* 
to i e about as unsatisfactory a* it 1* possible 
for tow elements to make it, although the out- 
|.M)k Is uni •roving. The gals which set in 
this afternoon was necw»arily very destruc¬ 
tive. Toe weaker geuvrnlly is extremely 
inauspicious, and is operating most unfavor¬ 
ably upon the business intuie.i. oi the country 
at targe. 

The grcnu markets were firmer and frac- 
t.anally higher, boib Ea»t nnd W»»i. llo- 
eelpU moderate and export* liberal from 
Laitiiuore and light at New York, except for 
cum. The stubborn decline in bog product* 
a hich began yenterday ut Chicago re¬ 
newed to day, and a further nmteriil shrink¬ 
age occurred. Mans pork wa* 7XJ(!',?5c lower 
than on Saturday, and there was a decline 
of *7Jf&35c iu steam lard mid 4Uo in spot 
tides. Hogs were lower tu Chicago, but, in¬ 
cluding the advance of yesterday, prices 
wora only about 5(r Hie lower than on Sat¬ 
urday, Cattle were quiet, with average 
rock dull and weak Cotton developed n« 
material changes. Coffees continue firm. 

In New York, money was easy. Foreign 
exchange wa* steady. Government bonds 
were firm. The stock market was without 
any features of special lutere^t. Tuv produce 
exports of the week were liberal. 

In London, English consols wore firm, and 
American railroads were lower. Hog 
product# were 6dif2s lower in Liverpool, 
breadstuffs were quiet, and cotton was 
steady. 

St. Louis baa shipped lard in the last few 
days through to Liverpool at a round rate of 
89c, or a cut of Lie per 100 Its. Tha Bee¬ 
line. since the meeting of railroad Presidents, 
has taken 49 per cont. of the shipments from 
that city. _________ 

QUA INSANE ASYLUMS. 

The various rumors and well substan¬ 
tiated reports coming from our institutions 
for the care of the insane have naturally 
aroused public interest and fixed public 
atiaiition. The Courier-Journal this 
morning gives large space *.o the subject, 
and it iwks from every muu who loves his 
kind, every moo w ho is touched by human 
buffering, to read carefully the testimony 
given before the legislative committee in¬ 
vestigating the condition of affairs at An¬ 
chorage, and the equally interesting and 
much more gratifying report made by the 
representative of the Courier-Journal. 
who had excellent facilities for reaching a 
Inst conclusion concerning the methods in 
vogiic, and the whole course of treatment 
prevailing iuthc asylum at llopkiusville. 

At Anchorage the testimony is direct, 
plain and specific. Incompetency, ignor- 
auce or cruelty are manifest everywhere. 
Wbch one considers the helpless condition 
of the inmates, when one remembers to 
what harsh, to what inhuman, to what 
barbarous treatment thi v were subjected, 
feelings of pity ami of indignation nrc 
stirred which can not l>e relieved by words. 
The insane must be protected, they must 
be guarded against that cruelty which at 
Anchorage has become systematic. 
Grievous have boon the sins of omission, 
the errors of subordinates, the general 
acglect of his patients by the Superintend¬ 
ent, but this is not all, nor Is it the worst 
aspect of the case. 

Tne whole course marked out by the 
Superintendent is wrong altogether. He 
has pursued a policy which is in direct op 
position to the spirit of the age, and which 
is rebuked and condemned by the most en¬ 
lightened authorities everywhere. 

The insane are not brutes; they have not 
Inst ail claims to our care and considera¬ 
tion. They constitute the most unfortu¬ 
nate class of our fellow-citizens; they are 
sick and in prison; they are sufferers 
from a grievous calamity. Insanity is an 
awful infliction, but the miseries of it may 
bo mitigated, its terrors may be lessened, 
and in many cases a permanent cure may bo 
effected umlir careful, intelligent and scien¬ 
tific treatment. Work of this kind should 
enlist ail the better feelings of our nuture. 
No labor is so fully compensated by the 
•lightest micros*. These people appeal to 
us even iim little children; we cun not turn 
them over to mere task masters, to ignorant 
and unfeeling attendants, with power to 
duck them, to suffoento them with wet 
towels, to maltreat them in nuv way, to 
neglect them. They demaud, they must 
have, intelligent care and sympathetic at¬ 
tention; nothing lev* than this will do, 
nothing 1 :ss will satisfy the dictates of hu¬ 
manity, to say nothing of what a Chris¬ 
tian civilization requires. 

Many of u*remember the blind preacher, 
Mr. McDonald. He spent Ins days, his 
means, and at last health itself iu the ser¬ 
vice of humanity, following ns host he 
could the comniuudN of Ins Master to go 
into nil the world and preach the gospel to 
every creature. In study he loat his eye 
sight, but still he pursued bis work, cheer¬ 
fully, earnestly, unwearirdly. It was a 
moat pathetic, u most touching pilgrimage. 
For years he knew uo difference between 
darkness nud light, ills thoughts turned in 
on ins own condition; cut off from that in¬ 
tercourse, that natural sympathy which docs 
so much to lighten the burdens of life, or to 
impart strength to bear them, gradually 
his mind bogon to fail him. Finally he 
was sent to the asylum at Anchorage, and 
there, unattended, uncarcd for, wandering 
about unkuow u and unfamiliar places, he 
fi ll over the stuira; bruised and with his 
leg broken, neglected, he lingered in tor¬ 
ments a few weeks and tiled. 

Rending the testiraouy, the only conclu¬ 
sion we can reach is that the life of Mr. 
McDonald was an unnecessary sacrifice 
to wretched mismanagement. 

It is w ith feelings of relief and gratifica¬ 
tion we turn from Anchorage to Hopkins¬ 
ville. The asylum at Hopkinsville, under 
charge of I)r. Rodman, has always had 
the confidence of the public. Dr. Rod- 
man’s reputation, professional and per¬ 
sonal, has commanded for the institution 
under his charge unqualified approval 
And yot, with such testimony concerning 
Anchorage as from time to time was made 
public, it seemed to us only fair and right 
fully and openly to publish a report of the 


exact conditioff-fff affairs at Hopkinsville. 

If the institution was what we believed. It 
bad nothing to fear from any kind of an 
uivestrgatioa; if it was different, the pub¬ 
lic had a right to know it. 

The story told by the correspondent dc- 
t iled to investigate the Hopkinsville 
Asylum, uuknowu to the officer# and in a 
manner to preclude any possibility of de¬ 
ceit. fully sustains the past reputation of 
that institution, and will command for it 
renewed confidence when confidence is 
valuable. Heading the testimony given at 
Anchorage, there is some consolation in 
the knowledge that Hopkinsville is in 
Kentucky, and that for twent/ years 
Dr. Rodman lias so faithfully served the 
State and lmmnuity. 

In this connection we call attention to 
an article from the Loudon Medical Time* 
on the abuses prevailing at Anchorage. 
It shows that Kentucky is liecoming a by¬ 
word of reproach lu every civilized land. 

SILVER FALLACIES 

The silver question is again assuming 
prominence. 

There yre two sets of extremists on both 
the opposite sides of the question, and we 
propose to notice briefly some of the po¬ 
sitions of these extremists. 

Senator McPherson brought forward a 
bill last week which proposed both to 
terminate the coinage of standard dollars 
and to legalize the issue of stumped silver 
bars ad libitum, the same to be valued at 
the rate of 15.93 to 1. According to this 
bill any owner of silver bullion can have 
it assayed and run into bars at the mint, 
either selling It to the mint at the rate of 
15.93 ounce# of standard silver to one 
ounce of gold, or receiving the stamped 
bars after paying the mint charges. These 
bars are to lie a legal tender medium, 
like tlie standard silver dollurs. 

It wigild be difficult to compress into 
one measure a greater collection of ab¬ 
surdity and moral wrong than there Is In 
this bill. 

In the first place, it i* unconstitutional. 
Section X. declares that no State shall 
make anything but gold and silver coin 
a legal tender'™ payment of debts. It is 
evident that a bar is not a coin, but as this 
clause of the Constitution has bceu vio¬ 
lated in the greenback currency, not much 
can be made out of this objection. The 
other clause of the Constitution relating to 
the currency gives Congress the power to 
“coin money and regulate the value there¬ 
of, aud of foreign eera/' The Constitu¬ 
tion recognized no form of circulating 
money except coins of gold and silver as 
legal-tender. 

According to the second legal tender de¬ 
cision of the Supreme Court, uo new issues 
of legal-tender notes can be made and no 
other form of legal-tender money can be 
created. The conditions under which the 
outstanding issue of legal tenders is justi¬ 
fied no longer exist. 

But it is chiefly on financial grounds tbit 
this extraordinary measure is to be con¬ 
demned. The proposition is that the mint 
shall buy every ounce of silver produced in 
the United States, if it be offered, and all 
that is imported, at a price seventeen per 
cent, higher than it is worth intbc market. 
This naked statement is enough to 6tnmp 
the bill ns a gross iniquity, and no argu 
ment is needed to expose its special vices. 

Under our present coinage system the 
Mint purchases stiver bullion at the mar¬ 
ket price, and, therefore, saves the differ¬ 
ence between the cost and the issuing vnl- 
ues of silver coins. Senntor McPherson. 
hhwever, proposes to give this profit to 
silver producers and importers, giviug 
them at the expense of tax payers 17 per 
cent, more than their metal is worth. The 
effect of this monstrous scheme would be 
not only to absorb into the Treasury all the 
silver produced in the United States, but 
to force its importation in such quantity 
as to deplete the Treasurf of it# gold aud 
legal-tender reserve iu the first six months 
of its operation. 

Its effects in thoroughly demoralizing 
our money system and in forcing all the 
accessible gold into export to pny for sil¬ 
ver bullion, need not be considered; as the 
above-mentioned feature# of the measure 
are certainly sufficient to convince any one 
w ho has not parted with hi# senses 
Ho much for this extremist. For an¬ 
other extremist we turn to the Financial 
Chronicle, which is equally radical, erring 
on the side of retroaction as Senator 
McPherson does on the side of expan¬ 
sion. In its Inst issue the ( hroniHd pub¬ 
lishes an extremely wild argument against 
the present position and operation of our 
silver legislation, which might easily de¬ 
ceive all cursory readers. 

The Chronicle* argument Is based main¬ 
ly on the false assumption that the coinage 
of silver dollars has produced a dangerous 
inflation of the currency, and that it will 
force the exportation of gold. This is an 
old weakness of the Chronicle. From 1378 
to 1334 the Chronicle has been insisting 
that the coinage of the silver dollar should 
be suspended, or otherwise that it would 
* force an outward drain of gold. Its plea 
iu the firat two or three years after the 
passage of the act of 1873 w:w, that this 
coinage was not increasing the circulating 
medium materially, as the people would 
not handle the new money; but latterly it 
hits been arguing lustily that it was pro¬ 
ducing a dangerously rapid expansion. 
There hus always been u menace before 
the eves of the Chronicle that the standard 
silver dollar would inevitably expel gold 
from the country. ^ 

The silver net was passed in 1873. In 
1879 the imports of gold coin and bullion 
amounted to $5,024,948, and the domestic 
exports to $1,145,083; iu 1830 the impAfl 
were $80,758,396, aud the domestic ex¬ 
ports $1,774,639; in 1881 the imports 
were $100,061,259. and the domestic ex¬ 
ports $1,320,307; in 1382 the imports were 
$34,877,054, ami the domestic exports 
$81,303,025; and in 1883 the imports were 
$17,734,149, and the domestic exports 
$8,920,909. In the last five year# the im¬ 
port*. amount to $238,425,800, und the do 
mestic exports to $43,070,955. showing a 
net gain of $190,354,851. In the same 
period the imports of silver coin and 
bullion amount to $56,341,788, aud the 
domestic exports to $58,182,359. We do 
not include the re-exports of foreign coin 
•find metal, because they' do not essentially 
affect the result. 

In the period, therefore, covering the 
life-time of the Bland-Allison law, the net 
imports of gold amouut to $190,354.- 
00o. a sum greater than had been pre¬ 
viously imported bince the founding of 
the Government. 

The argument of the Chronicle and its 


school is equally at fault in respect to 
silver. According to them, we overval¬ 
ued silver so much in that law. that the 
United States wa# destined to become 
the dumping-ground of silver for the 
world; and it wa# through the effect of the 
predicted 6ilver glut that gold was to be 
forced into export. The* statistical record 
shows, that while importing such a vast 
stock of gold, we have exported consider¬ 
ably more silver than we have imported. 

In connection with this gold movement 
it is pertinent to consider, also, the steady 
aud rapid expansion of our stock of gold 
from the production of American mines. 
These two sources of supply have increased 
the volume of gold currency since the 
Bland-Allisou act was passed by more than 
100 per cent. 

If wo were as illogical os the Chronicle 
we might insist that the unparalleled im¬ 
portation of gold since 1878 was attributa¬ 
ble to the influence of the silver act of that 
year. Tbo fact is that importation was 
merely a coincidence. It was due to other 
causes. Not an ounce of gold was brought 
to our shores by that legislation, but the 
imports were wholly duo to our immense 
exports of produce and to a large foreign 
demand fur Amerjpuu securities. It suffices 
to show that at least our^sllver laws did 
not interfere with the import of gold, nor 
did they slop Urn export of silver. 

The Chronicle finds the principal trouble 
at prescut iu tho silver certificates. On 
January 1, 1882, these amounted to $63,- 
500,000, on'Junc 1. 1833, to $73,000,000, 
aud on January l. 1884. to $110,000,000. 
This is positively frightful. This issue is 
backed dollar for dollar by hurd money, is 
redeemable on demand, and expands or 
contract# uccordiug to the stale of trade, 
but tlie Chronicle urges that it is a danger¬ 
ous expansion, und, in the old 6truin, it 
soicmuly warns us that it must uecessarlly 
expel our stocks of gold. To prove its 
arguemrut, it appends an elaborate table, 
which purports to show that in 1883 our 
net gold imjiorte were $15,810,000. aud in 
1882 our net gold arporfcwere $25. $18,000. 
That is to say, on nu increase of $37,000,- 
000 of silver certificates in 1883. our gold 
balance of 1883 was $4u.000,000 better 
than iu 1882. This is certainly an ex¬ 
tremely awkward illustration for the 
Chronicle; but \vc will not attempt to 
claim the gain in gold balances to have 
resulted from au increase of silver cer¬ 
tificates. The unfavorable balance of 1W2 
was due to the small crops of 1881, to 
r large purchases of fareigu merchandise, 
aud to the return from Europe of enor¬ 
mous amounts of our securities. 

The Chronicle urges thut “Ibis redund¬ 
ancy in our curreuey” has kept produce 
prices so high that we can not export agri¬ 
cultural products as freely as heretofore, 
and therefore we must begin to export 
gold. This allegation is simply absurd 
and contemptible. Tha Chronicle can not 
be ignorant of the fact that we have ex¬ 
ported within the last three years fully the 
average percentage of the corn, wheat, hog 
products, cotton aud petroleum in propor¬ 
tion to the production of those articles. If 
we have u small surplus we can not have a 
large export. The Chronicle must be fully 
aware also that the last three years have 
witnessed a general shrinkage in mer¬ 
cantile values, in labor and in securi¬ 
ties. It will not dare deny that 
the state of tho currency fins no more 
affected the value of the products of the 
soil than the value of the products of the 
loom, (lie furnace, the rolling-mill, the 
mine and corporate securities. The latter 
outweigh in the country’s exchanges the 
value of our agricultural exports a tliou- 
•and-fold; and they prove that the pur¬ 
chasing power of silver certificates and 
silver dollars, which is the same as that of 
gold dollars, has increased since 1881 25 
to 50 per ceut. If corn, wheat and hog 
products have not been cheapened propor¬ 
tionately, it is because they have been rela¬ 
tively scarce. 

If the Chronicle would help to rectify the 
morals of the New York Stock Exchange, 
it would be doing more consistent work iu 
behalf of our foreign exchange resources, 
as it is notorious that the disgrace into 
which those securities have lallen in 
Europe is the principal source of danger 
to the course of cxchunge. 

As to the whole question, we do not 
couceivo that uuy danger will attend the 
continued coinage of silver under ex¬ 
isting limitations, nor that any harm 
would result from a temporary cessation 
of the coinage. We are even ready to con¬ 
cede that important strategical benefits to 
the cause of bimetallism might result, in 
the present status of the questlou in Eu¬ 
rope, from a temporary suspension. We 
suy this without derogating in the least 
from our previous ndhereuce to the princi¬ 
ple of bimetallism. It is simply a con¬ 
tingency in political strategy which in¬ 
volve# uo new departure. But what we 
ure principally interested in is in protect¬ 
ing the public, so far us we nmy be able, 
from false doctrines and injurious misrep¬ 
resentations. 


THE MILAN TELEGRAM. 

The following letter has reached us: 

“In your articles In regard to r»e45iag«« refused 
at Milan you are In error. That is a H. aud O. 
telegraph office, and not a Western Union. All 
Western Union managers understand that they 
are to accept all p ut me stay* * and foraard the 
same promptly." 

This a mistake; the Baltimore and 
Ohio road practically controls the Ohio 
and Mississippi road, but it has not been 
able to displace the Western Union, at 
lea»d not at Milan. The office there is a 
Western Uuiou office; the blank on which 
the rejected message was written was a 
Western Union blank, aud it is now in our 
possession. % 

We have made no mistake at all about 
this matter. We understand perfectly that 
Western Union operators are instructed to 
Accept all messages paid for. but in this 
case C. B. Cole, Division Superintendent 
of the Ohio and Mississippi, transcended 
hi# authority, coerced the operator and 
suppressed news to which the public 
wjts justly entitled. Of course, there 
is no excuse; Cole had just as much right 
to open the mail bag and take out any let¬ 
ters he considered damaging. It was an 
arbitrary, an inexcusable act, and we want 
to know what course the managers of the 
Ohio and Mississippi, which is in the 
bauds of a receiver, and therefore under 
the jurisdiction of the courts, will take. 

It Is also a matter of much more than 
ordinary public interest to know what 
measures tha Western Union will take to 
protect their employes from being “bull¬ 
dozed” and their patrons from injury. If 
that company does nothing, then its boast* 
are idle; It has at times taken 
a firm stand in defense of telegraph mes¬ 
sages, holding them as inviolable as the 
mails. If, as in the instance under discus¬ 


sion. an operator Is fi$e to determine 
whether or not a message is fit, or if, when 
In doubt, he has the privilege ot submitting 
its content# to railroad officials or to any 
one, then our laws concerning such matters 
must be made more stringent. This is a 
kind of espionnge to which the pres# can 
not submit, and which is full of danger to 
the public._ 

PRIDE AND GENEROSITY. 

Tho Central Committee of Relief is 
working with excellent judgment and com¬ 
mendable liberality. No one deserving of 
relief is denied it. Though every precau¬ 
tion is taken to exclude impostors from 
the benefits of the liberality of our citizen#, 
care is taken not to ndhere too strictly to 
the rules of exclusion. 

Tho requirements of the committee will 
be met, and met promptly, by our own 
citizens. We certainly will make no de¬ 
mand for outside aid until our own re 
sources are exhausted, and as yet they 
have scarcely lieen touched. To ask 
yioncy from the Government or from those 
in the East charitably inclined, simply be¬ 
cause it may be had for the asking, is fool¬ 
ish. absurd, selfish. That money, every 
dollar of it, is needed elsewhere; not one 
dollar of it is needed here. 

To say the committee has no right to 
refuse it, because it is offered not to them 
but to the poor people, is ridiculous and 
wifi impose on no one. All J2>e committee 
CAn do is to decline to be the almoncm of 
those elsewhere. There is danger of over¬ 
doing relief; of encouraging idleness and 
beggary by the distribution of excessive 
charity. We want none of that work 
done here, and the poor themselves—the 
real sufferers from the flood—are hII of 
one opinion on this subject T* nod 
for outside assistance comes trom those 
who are not willing to help themselves, 
who are glad to receive charity on any 
condition. This is not the spirit of our 
citizens—of those who direct the affairs 
and mark out the future of Louisville. 

Wo can take care of our own poor, and 
wr? will do it. Here tho injury done by 
the high wntqr i 3 temporary and limited 
iu its character. Business is lighter than 
usual, but none of our resources are per¬ 
manently crippled. 

It is only the idlers, the croakers, the 
obstructionists, the nu n devoid of public 
spirit, of city pride, of business foresight 
or energy, men who nrc always in the way 
of progress, men who do nothing themselves 
and try to impede others—it is only men 
of this character who insist that Louisville 
go ft bogging. They will not be listened 
to; they never are, nnd that is why they 
make so much noise. Disappointed and 
without influence, they try to attract at¬ 
tention br an insane clamor and by their 
abuse of men and measures approved by 
every intelligent community. 

Louisville will do as she boa always 
done—she will pay her way. She is able 
to do this, because she thrusts aside the 
class of meu represented by these public 
beggars. Tho character of a city, like the 
character of an individual, is worth some¬ 
thing, and it must not be sacrificed in a 
moment of cowardiceor unreasonable fear. 
When the Relief Committee wants $10,- 
000, all it has to do is to ask for it. 

We explain, for the benefit of the ignor¬ 
ant. that thia course i» pursued for two 
good reasons. First, Louisville is able 
and willing to care for her own people. 
Second, if we call on the Government or 
the Secretary of War for no assistance, 
more remains for sufferers elsewhere. That 
is Louisville’s help to those in distress be¬ 
yond her borders. 

We ask attention to the communication 
this morning signed “Relief,’* which 
clearly explains the methods used in re¬ 
lieving distress, und it shows that no neces¬ 
sity of any kind exists for calling on those 
outside of the city for assistance at this 
time. _ 

NEWS COPYRIGHT. 

Tbe movement to secure a national copy¬ 
right of news matter for iweuty-four hours 
after its publication is but a natural out¬ 
growth of a comparatively new and im¬ 
portant industry. Modern news gather¬ 
ing. as it is now understood, is but n re¬ 
cent development of a progressive age, 
the product of the telegraph, tbe alertness 
and energy of the dally press, and of that 
pushing and active spirit which is so pre¬ 
eminently characteristic of the country 
and the times. 

No enterprise has been developed more 
rapidly or more effectively than this. There 
i* hardly a prominent newspaper in the 
United States which does not pay five times 
as much for news to-day us it did a few 
years ago. The systems of ncws-gatiier- 
ing, whether through general associations 
or the “special” efforts of individual Jour¬ 
nals, have become remarkably comprehen¬ 
sive and elaborate. They are conducted 
strictly ns business undertakes and ut 
great cost, nnd that they have not yet been 
recognized in uatioual legislation is due 
mainly to their recent growth. Laws for 
the regulation of railroads were not 
passed until we had railroads, and now 
that the collection aud publication of 
news has reached a point ns a factor 
of civilization and business which can not 
further be ignored, tbe law will doubtless 
not be long in affording it that security 
which it grants to other industries. 

Indeed, it would be hard to say why the 
publisher of uews. who, at whatever ex¬ 
pense of money and energy, has obtained 
that news, should not be protected against 
its theft by hi# rivals. News is his stock 
iu trade; it is what he buys and sells, aud 
thut others should be permitted to ap¬ 
propriate it without remuneration is 
simply robbery. The difference in tho lo¬ 
cation of many journal# and the consequent 
difference iu the time of their publication 
make this often a serious matter. There 
is a class of men whose regular business is 
to secure early copies of certain journals 
aud rifle their contents for the benefit of 
other papers, which thus share nil the 
fruits of their competitors* expense and 
enterprise with only the cost or the trou¬ 
ble of stealing^. 

The proposed law would not interfere 
with the custom of clipping and crediting 
news by one paper from nnoiber. No 
journal objects to this. It is tho pirates 
who prey upon legitimate industry that a 
news copyright is intended to reach. This 
is certainly asking no more than w'hat 
any honest business is entitled to expect 

We commend to the Atlauta Co net tut ion 
aud those who. like it, contend that the 
only principle which the Democratic party 
should have in this campaign is “success,” 
a paragraph from the speech of the Hon.

The Repub¬ 
lican party, as such, U the lineal s icceoeor of the 
old W hi* party. It take# the doctrine of protect¬ 
ive tariff by descent. 1 protest against tuiy 
effort, on behalf of the Democratic party, to ob¬ 
tain it by purchase. [Cheers ] The Democratic 
party, the party of the people, must be true to 
the popular cause: not playing the part of a 
knave to get some office, but discharging the 
duty, which it owe# to Itaelf and Us country, of 
practicing that which it professes, and of proving 
worthy of that success which can not be com¬ 
manded if it be not deserved.** 


"Suppose,” say# the New York Sun, 
“Mr. Morrison’s Tariff Bill should he 
passed, and suppose that under its opera¬ 
tions the revenue, instead of being reduced 
should be increased. Whal would we do 
about it then?” Suppose it should? That 
wouldn't be such a terrible misfortune. 
The Sun is compelled to admit that Mr. 
Morrison’s bill would reduce the taxes of 
the people. If. reducing these taxes, it nt 
the same time should increase the revenue 
in the Treasury, the people would be that 
much better off and the increase of reve¬ 
nue would permit of a still further en¬ 
largement of the free list. “Take steel 
railroad bars, for illustration,” says the 
Sun. “The present rate of duty is so high 
that none are imported, and the revenue 
from that source is accordingly nothing at 
all. But reduce the duty to a rate which 
makes importation practicable, and a very 
large sum in tho Treasury would be the 
consequence.” But the people would get 
their bars 20 per cent, cheaper, all the 
*tmc, and the increased revenue from this 
source would make possible a still further 
reduction in that and other articles until 
they should bo brought to a strictly reve¬ 
nue standard._ 

All at once, a few weeks ago, the Nash¬ 
ville American discovered for itself that 
the farmers were "protected” by a tariff 
on their products, particularly on peanuts, 
aud it blew a great' Unring of trumpets to 
that effect. It only required a few words 
of information to enlighten even the 
American as to tho ludicrous spectacle it 
was making of itself, and never from that 
day to ibi# has it had a syllable to say 
about a tariff on farm products. 
But the farmer# trouble it. After an 
evidently long period of incubation, it 
comes at them with another dazzling argu¬ 
ment. If we abolish all customs duties, it 
says, the expenses of the Government will 
have to be paid from a direct tax on the 
fanner’s land. Perhaps the American will 
now draw on its remarkable stock of in 
formation and tell tbe farmers who is pro¬ 
posing to alxillsh all customs du ties. 

The East is said to be almost a unit on 
tbe whisky bill The liquor dealers and 
the pres# are for once united. The oppo¬ 
sition is compact The reason is plain— 
the East is short of whisky aud desires to 
buy. Eastern capital scents the chances of 
a rich quarry in the expected embarrass¬ 
ments of Western and Southern whisky 
men, and anticipates large and cheap bar¬ 
gain# if the market should break, while 
Eastern journals oppose the bill pnrtly be¬ 
cause of the misrepresentations of local in¬ 
terests, and partly because of their pre¬ 
judice against all legislation especially 
beneficial to the West. The East In this 
matter will witness another illustration very 
soon that the United States is not their 
oyster. __ 

The President of the Amalgamated Iron 
and Steel Workers proposes a new type of 
coalition, viz: a solemn league between la¬ 
bor and capital in that department. This 
ailiunce, offensive amt defensive, is to be 
formed against the noble army of consum¬ 
ers. We arc assured by the gentleman 
that, if such a compact had been in opera¬ 
tion in the last few years, steel rails would 
now be selling ut $50 per ton instead of 
$33 to $35 Such idea# naturally emanate 
from bounty-fed interest#, in which values 
are under permanent artificial conditions; 
but consumers have nothing to fear from 
efforts to form a pool between capital and 
labor. As in mixtures of oil and water, 
one or the pther will always be on top. 

m Ths rural editors are protesting against 
tba continue! discussion of tbe tariff question. 
They want somethin*? easy. One of them sug¬ 
gests that agriculture be substituted for U. 
[Xathville Banner, 

If they can’t discuss tbe tariff, they can’t 
discuss agriculture. Thu more one knows 
about the tariff the more be knows about 
agriculture and tbe w rongs it suffers at the 
bunds uf tariff-makers.

o’clock. There seems to be no objection 
against the building of a State Honse to 
meet the present requirements and growing 
demands of tho public business, but the 
chief obstacle that will arise in tbe discussion 
of the bill is where shell the 8late House be 
built. 

What advantages ha* Lexington, or any 
other city in the Btate than Louisville, over 
Frankfortl If accessibility is the all-im- 
portaut question, is tho distance west of Lex- 
inglou to the State line greater than west of 
Frnnkfortf Is the population not greater and 
can not a large majority ot the people reaeo 
Frankfort just as conveniently os Lexington 
when the people of the wuole western part of 
the State must first come to Louisville! 

Leaving these questions **ide, which in 
reality are trivial objections, where iu the 
Htate can there U* found a more pic¬ 
turesquely situated little city for a capital 
location—a city fuller of historic incideiiu 
to keep allvo the State pride and an emula¬ 
tion worthy the brave nnd honored sons of 
the noble old Commonwealth, who bay**’ 
made the State aud this city famous Iqj^amr 
deeds of valor and majesty of nudfnwnr 
ot whom now lie buried be&utiiul 

cemetery on the top of the hill! Where may 
be found more generous, nobler or more in¬ 
telligent people a* a class than tho-e who 
have been gathered to this city irom time to 
time, called hero to fill high and Important 
portions of trust aud honor, and eventual] v 
becoming attached to the warm hearted, 
cordial and ho»pttabie citizen*, making 
Frankfort their home for life and leaving de¬ 
scendants a* a pledge and heirloom to the 
Stnle end its capital seat! 

The building* and grounds, if tbe location 
be changed, revert back to the Inals heir#, 
and will entail a loss of at least $500,000 to 
the State, it i# true other cities may mak* 
good that sum, but is it in accordance with 
the spirit of a Kentuckian to go begging from 
door to door merely to barter away his capi¬ 
tal to tbe highest bidder! 

The $500,000 asked for can be paid with 
but a slight burden upon the shoulders of the 
lax-paying popuhtliuu. Take, for example, 
without being strictly correct—there will be 
$25,000 of the principal to redeem overy 
year, aud $30,000 say of interest, though 
that sum wilt not be necessary each year. 
Tho present valuation of property in tbe 
State is by n»se*M.)rs $374,554.97^, and by 
Rsdroad Commissioners $31,317,374, mak¬ 
ing a total valuation of $405,872,353. To 
meet, then, this prmc.pai and interest, it 
will require but a trifle over oue ceut on each 
$100 valuation for the first two or three 
year* and not equal to one cent afterward. 
Geiitlemeu of the Assembly, think about 
t.b#«o facts and figure*, aud give Frankfort 
fair play. Do not let your unrea»onab!a 
prejudice stand in the way of tbo needs of 
your State aud against a little citv which 
has never done any pru t of tho State the 
least harm, but, to the contrary, always 
endeavored to manifes: toward ail the kind¬ 
est of feelings and good wishes.

Washington, Feb. 10.—Au interesting 
dLcu&Moii arose in tbo Senate to-day ou the 
liability of the Government for Lanes by offi¬ 
cers of tbe navy while in discharge of their 
duty. It arose on a bill to reimburse an offi¬ 
cer for the loss of bis personal effects by ship¬ 
wreck while cn route to Oiegon.

THE DANVILLE RIOT. 

THE TESTIMONY TAKEN YESTERDAY BY THE 
SENATE INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE. 
Washington, Feb. 19.—In the Danville 
investigation to-day W. P. Graves, white, a 
commission merchant of Danville, testified 
that he wa« armed on the day of the riot and 
fired four shots into the crowd of colored 
people. The colored men were firing in his 
direction and he returned the fire. He 
did not, however, see any pistols iu 
the hands of the colored men. There was no 
conspiracy* on the port of tbe whites to bring 
on a nor, but on tbo contrary the* influence 
of the whites was exerted to the utmost to 
prevent a collision. A letter had beeu inter- 
I cepted couvoying the information that if tho 
fighting took place down towu the womeu 
! and children on the borders of the town 
i would be murdered in their houses. 

George flldnms, colored, testified that 
after be was subpronued to appear at Wasii- 
I mgton, be was approached by Barksdale, 

| Hatcher. Lea and others, wbo told him he 
bad better know d—d little about the riot 
when he went to Washington. 

Charles Adams, colored, testified that 
Graves (the first witness) shot him on tno 
day of tbe riot. He rolled up bis sleeve and 
showed the near of the wound. 

E. J. Adams, col red, a policeman, said 
that two months before the riot the grand 
jury indicted tho *bole force and some 
others, white and black, for carry ing con¬ 
cealed weapons. The colored people were 
poor and could not pay tho fines, but the 
white people wero able to pay. The outcome 
was that the colored people ceased carrying 
concealed arms and the whites continued. 

Jefferson Hubbard, a colored witness, 
thought there were 3'JO pi-tols went off, 
“just like a pack of squibs.” Tbe white* 
then commenced calling "heab. beah, beah, 
kill ’em, kill ’em, kill ’em, kill ’em; just 
lik^dat.” He saw Dipt. Graves “will u 
long pistol,” which Grave*discharged at tho 
witness. The colored people having run 
every which way, the whites came from 
every direction with *4hot-gun*. 

Other witnesses added nothing to the in¬ 
formation, aud tho committee udjoumed.

THE SUPERVISING INSPECTORS 
OF STEAM vessels adjourn sink die—an 
IMPORTANT AMENDMENT TO THE SAFE1Y- 
VaLVE RULES adopted. 

Washington, Feb. 19.—The annual con¬ 
vention of the Board of Supervising In¬ 
spectors of Steam Vessels adjourned sine 
die. The board adopted an important 
amendment to the rules governing the con¬ 
struction of safety valves, as follows: The 
lever of safety valves to be attached to 
steam boilers on steam vessels shall buve an 
area opening of not less than one square 


to tho center line of their axis of 45*; spring- 
loaded safety valve* constructed in a manner 
to give increased lift by the operation of the 
steam after being raised from tbeir seats on 
the spring load, and safety valves construct¬ 
ed in any olner manner ao as to give an 
effective area equal to that of the aforemen¬ 
tioned safety valve* may bo used in iieu 
of the lever valves on all steamers, 
and shall be required to h&vo 
an area of not less than une square inch to 
three square, feet of grate surface of tho 
boilers and each spring loaded valve shall 
be «u polled with a lever that will rnl*e the 
valve from itas-eat a distance of not lc*» than 
that equal to one-eighth the diameter of the 
valve opening, and the seat* of all such safety 
valves shall have an augie inclination to the 
center line of their axis of 45*.

DETAILS OF DEATH AND DISASTER. 


IftwWal to the C"ur>er».tnurnti?A 
Paduoah, Feb. 10.—Tula has been an 
eventful and diaasirouK day in ttu« place. 
We have not i»u*y hail nn iucivase 1 rise m 
tiie river, now at tbe unprecedented stage of 
53 feet 5 indie* aud ii*ing, but have had a 
partly sundmiv day. with very heavy rains, 
followed at So’chx-k thisevenmg by a terrific 
storm of ram and w iud. The fury of this 
storm was never equaled by anything wit¬ 
nessed in tbe plaoe, and it had a periods ef¬ 
fect, particularly along the river frout where 
many bouse* are flooded. 1 be hard dadnug 
of the water bent down a large three-story 
brick used by Chess, Cat Ivy &. Co., of Louis* 
ville, as an oil warehouse, belonging to Maj. 
Hale, ot Mayfield, aud destroyed the tobacco 
warehouse of Buckner & Brunt. 

In Corley’s warehouse there was 
$1,000 worth of oil, and it was all 
swept away. Buckner & Brant and 
the tobacco dealers of tbe place loti about 
3U0 hogshead* of tobacco stored with them. 

These houses were all greatly exp' sxl, and 
were beat to pieces by high-running waves 
from the river. Old steamboat men say they 
never saw the like. Borne le»» exposed 
houses were also badly damaged, and several 
light frames along the river front wero swept 
away. 

As the winds continue at this writing, with 
no prnapect of early abatement, traveling 
upon tbe water is dangerous. Tbe full ex¬ 
tent of the damage cau uot be obtained, but 
it will aggregate $75,990 if the wind ceases 
now. 

If tho w ind continues throughout the night 
tbe tobacco warehouses of Terrel, Reeves & 
Co., the boat store, ice-houses and other 
buildings are likely to go. Tbe steamers 
Fowler, Henry Tyler aud Silver Cloud 
were swept from their mooring*, 
but not injured. It is reported 
that six or eight men were lost 
in skiffs in attempting to reach a small party 
on a fiat Lout, but in the great excitnucut of 
the occas.on and tho inability to get any* 
where, this report can not be cleared up.

LIKE AND PROPERTY DESTROYED IN GEORGIA.

Atlanta, Ga., Feb. 19.—A Consfifi/tion 
special states that the storm of this after¬ 
noon iu ?tortb Georgia v*as ^productive of 
great l ms to life and property. For several 
days rams have been uninterrupted, causing 
a rapid rDe in rivers. Coxsomeuc and El- 
11 jay rivers overflowed tbeir banks, and have 
swept dwelling* iu several town* along 
tueir course, the report giving loss of life. 

The Ostanaula and tne Coosa, at Rome, 
began rising at tbe rate of 13 inches an 
hour, and has risen 27 feet at 1:3u this even¬ 
ing. Heavy clouds portended a renewal of tbe 
storms, during which tho flood-gates of 
heaven seemed to be opened, accompanied 
by a cyclone of wind. Sign* and everything 
that could IM detached iveut flying m all 
directions, noon houses were upturned, aud 
the flying timbers earned death and destruc¬ 
tion m their way. 

Repot la from Walker, Paulding, Chat¬ 
tooga aud other counties are freighted with 
dLanter. • 

In East Rome the residence of W. S. Crane 
is completely dcuiolisue.1. Oue thousand resi¬ 
dence* in that county were similarly deu#>r 
hhai. 

In Cave Spring* a great loss of life is re 
ported. Among others, Mr. Gdbaivl und his 
sou were killed by a falling beam of the bouse 
from which they were attempting to escape* 
Two negroes, names uot given, also |wrished. 
Mrs. Hoke wus fatally injured. Thu family 
of Mr. Ford, five person*, were serioufly 
injured; to what extent is not stated. The 
Statu Deaf and Dumb Insll ute is located ia 
this place, and the terror of the fnguteneu 
inmates wns pitiful to see. 

Passing on through Carroll county along 
the banks of Ifatchcbubbee river, tho rc 
ports are that thero wore great disasters to 
life and property, but as the telegraph wire* 
are down in almost every direction, It is im¬ 
possible to got reliable particulars. 

Columbus Is practically cut off from tho 
world, but reports which have been ob¬ 
tained are that tbe loss of life and property 
ims l*6ca incredible. The root of tbe Ran- 
km House was blown off. Its Harris county 
two cyclones started, on* of which did tho 
damage iu the section already noted, while 
the other took a straight westerly course, 
and passed across through Randolph to 
Columbus, and out of the State. 

rroui Elbert county a most terrible tale 
comes: 

At Jasper, Plfckens county, a large num¬ 
ber of children were in school, when tho 
teacher saw the portending clouds. He dis¬ 
missed the scholars and sent them home. 
Ou the way they were overtaken by tbo 
sioriu, when they huddled Ju a vacant build¬ 
ing. A gu*$ of win 1 carried the building 
away, crashing timi>ers killing and 
uiunghng the unfortunate little ones, a 
great many of whom are dead. 

DESTRUCTION OF LIFE IN ALABAMA. 
Rome, Ga., Feb. 19.—A fearful storm 
■truck Amberson and Lndiga, Ala., this 
afternoon and some fourteen persons were 
killed. Houses wero blown dowu in large 
numbers. Every house in Atubersou is re¬ 
ported dowu. At Cave Surtug several 


houses were demolished and an old man 
named Gaillard was killed. Capfc. Lapsly’s 
bouse was blown down and his sister-in-law 
is supposed to be killed. Ten or twelve 
neighboring houses were destroyed. Great 
excitement exist*, and reliable information is 
bard to gut. 

AT CHATTANOOGA.

Chattanooga, Feb. 19 —A severe win-fc 
■burin passed through North Georgia from 
tho southwest this afternoon. The wires 
are down, and only meag'-r detail* can be 
learned. It t.* reported that at Amberso. 
Ga., many house* were demolished and 
fourteen persons killed outright and many 
injured. At Cave Springs, Ga,, a large 
house was blown over and nn entire family 
killed. At Cartersville, Go., many houses 
were blow ivdown aiul barn* and feuc^s were 
laid low in (hat entire fectlon. In this city 
two bouse* were blown over, but there were 
no casualties. 

AT EVANSVILLE.

Evankville, Ind., Feb. 39.—The river 
has been ou a stand all day, 2# inches above 
tbe highest water of last year. The ther¬ 
mometer Im.* ranged from 56* to 20’, and 
the barometer lower than ever known 
here before, going down to 28 8-10. 

The heaviest gale ever witnessed at this 
point commenced this afternoon at 4 o'clock. 
The wind was from the north, which was 
followed by a snow storm. A two-story 
frame dwelling was blown from the Ken¬ 
tucky shore entirely across the river to thi* 
side, going into pieces about 300 yards from 
tho levee. Water street is strewn with por¬ 
tions of wrecked building*. Two 
boys who were duck hunting are supposed 
t > bo lost, as they wi re knowo to l*e on the 
river when theBtorm crime up. The damage 
here Is slight, but it is feared that every 
building submerged above, opposite aud be¬ 
low, has been dashed to pieces. 

Relief bouts leave at duylight for ports 
above and below.

A Recruit Who fla* Fell the Fire SrnJi Hack 
a Warning iu (he lto>s Leit Behind.

Fort Afache, A. T., Feb. 4.—The sol¬ 
diers ot this p«*t are gelling out of humor 
with the kind of treatment they are getting, 
i feel it my duty to all soldiers to throw a 
little light on the subject; and, knowing you 
to be fearless in regnrd to frauds, I trust you 
will publish this, that tbe boys back East 
may take warning and not enlist. When a 
recruit U able to go through the manual of 
arms, he is put on guard at 9 o'clock in tho 
morning and kept on till 9 uext day. At l 
o’clock the day he comes off guard he is put 
on Quartermaster fatigue the rest of that 
day. old guard fatigue next day, on herd 
guard next day; then comes kitchen police, 
then room orderly; then, without a day off. 
he L put back ou guard. So it runs from 
day to day. He has to clean up his clothes, 
shine up his belts, gun-stock and clean the 
rust and dirt out of his carbine, »nber 
and saber scabbard between such duties as 
above of a night after his day's work is 
done, and is lucky if be gets nff with a little 
scolding nt Sunday morning in3?*>ctjon be¬ 
fore be goes on guard. Try to explain and 
you are told to “shat up, or I’ll put yon in 
the mill,’’ which means a week or ten days 
at hard work, with a sentry over you with 
a loaded gun. T r, a Quartermaster must 
have a detail every day to do tbe work that 
bvavy appropriations are made bv Congress 
to pay for. The Quartermaster must h ive 
drinking money, you know; also luxuries 
for his household, so the poor privates 
catch it from all side*. Let anything go 
%vrong and the commission* 1 officer get* a 
raking, then he goes lor the First isergeant, 
so lie goes for the pnvat s, and two or three 
are sure to be run m the glue-pot (guard¬ 
house). Yet the afficers ask why men de¬ 
sert. But the Government breaks tbe con¬ 
tract first. Last venr 8.RO0 men deserted. 

1 will relate a little incident that hepr>*ued 
to me ou my first guard. 1 was only onou 
month in the service; was on post at the hay 
corral, when a young officer came to me at 
midnight and asked me to turn over my or¬ 
ders. 1 didn’t know' them, so only g«ve him 
apart. He said I did well. The fact was 
he did not know them himself, so 1 woe 
happy tht* rest of the uight. It bus been 
practiced on the same officer a good many 
time* since. He U generally so drunk he 
doesn’t know tne difference* When an offi¬ 
cer once gets down on a man the poor fellow 
had better desert at once, for he is sure to go 
to the Rock (Aicatrnz Island). 

The "grub” that is given to a soldier is 
not fit for a hn«* to eat. F‘>od, 1 mean by 
grub. The following is the bill of fare; 
For breakfast, meat and gravy; for din¬ 
ner, gravy and meat; supper, bread and 
spoiled water (called coffee), which is noth¬ 
ing but water bewitched and coffte begrudg 
ed. The sugar and water is for dip. Gen¬ 
eral y the wh-de is dumped into the swill 
barrel. The beef is tougn enough for soling 
new boots. Brcud is excellent; is baked 
from No. 14 flour; four loaves mske a load 
for two men. We could not live if we could 
not get co uiuifiane*attli*commU arvstore. 

AH you young fellow* beware of the re¬ 
cruiting office. Duu't cornu to Fort Apuche 
till further orders. 

You must not think ne bate nil officer*. 
There are some a privnfce would willingly 
risk his life for any time. There ar* >oin*e 
officer* who have vudea^l tbacnselvc* to the 
men forever. For exaflple. there is Lieut. 
Glass, Sixth Cavalry, who just a few days 
ago gavo up his own bed to a sick recruit on 
the march from Holbrook to Apache, ninety- 
flie miles. Then there is Lieut. Blocksom. 
The ra n would go their neck* for him. I 
am sorry we are to lo>e him. as he is going 
t» Company L, nt Fort Grant. 

There are many other good officers whom 
the privates would do anything to favor. 
But the Quartermaster here is uever happy 
except when half of the post is on genurul 
fatigue, as it undoubtedly puts money in his 
pocllet. 

Flea-e publish this if possible, as it may 
keep some poor fellow from eulistiifg. As tho 
rich man in hell sent bock hi* warning, so do 
the soldicrB here send back East their warn- 
iug. 

Ono other word to the boys. If you find a 
better plaoe than Kentucky you liavo to go 
straight up toward heaven. I am a Ken¬ 
tuckian, hence I hope I may lie tho meau* of 
keeping some out or “purgatory" on earth.

GENERAL NOTES. 


r^brecaf to the Courier Journal.) 

Frankfort, Feb. 19.—The cheated polit¬ 
ical cootest which has been wooing in I*x 
ington for the past three or four week* is for 
the tune being transferred to the Capitol. It 
all grows out of Judge Mulligan’s bill, which 
has already passed tbo House and is now be¬ 
fore a Senate committee, allowing the voters 
of Lexington further time to pay their capi¬ 
tation tax. Those who favor Mulligan’s 
bill say that those who are called Johnson 
men in the Mayoralty contest, in anticipa¬ 
tion of a bolt from the primaries, 
paid their taxes before January 15, and 
finding that they had a clear majority of the 
qualified voters, they suddenly withdrew 
from the primary and announced their inten¬ 
tion to run before the regular election in 
March. Their action was something in the 
nature of a coup dVfof, so to speak. The 
Mulligan men claim that in common fairness 
they ought not to be thus butchered, and 
tbev ask that the polls may be thrown open to 
everybody. On the other hand the Johnson 
men deny that they ever anticipated any bolt 
until the evening before the primary. They 
then discovered, what tbev had all along 
suspected. that the w hole machinery of the 
primary was in the hands of their opponents; 
that the town was full of repeaters, and a 
great many other things too numerous to 
mention; and for these reasons they deter¬ 
mined to appeal to the people. They suy 
that the passage of Mulligan’s bill will remit 
several thousand dollars of taxes due the 
city. 

Altogether it is a very pretty contest. 
Mulligan’s bill went through the House easily 
enough under his promise that in the Senate 
it should bayo a full and fair hearing. This 
afternoon was designated as the tune when it 
should te discussed. Senator Spurr is known 
to be opposed to the bill, but Judge Mulligan 
is an effective worker. To-day a little alter 
12 o’clock a special train arrived here from 
Lexington, bearing BOO citizens all wear¬ 
ing badges inscribed, • ’Against Charter 
Amendment.” They marched up to the 
State-house. with Geu. William Preston, 
James Jewell mid Henry Kearns at their 
bead. They were an imposing body of muii 
and made a fine display. A gentleman who 
came with them, but who was not “labeled,” 
told me the train left at least Boo other 
citizens at the hotel iu Lexington who were 
anxious to come, but for whom there was no 
room. 1 have no means of knowing what 
t aie the bill is likely to meet with in the 
Senate. 

The proceedings in both houses were as 
follows: 

THE HOUSE. 

Shortly after the House began it* session 
this morning Gen William* came on the 
floor. Although Gov. Meriwether was ad¬ 
dressing the House at the time, the old Sen¬ 
ator w as hearth applauded by the member*. 

The House adopted a resolution that on 
and after this date its sessions shall end at 
1:30 o’clock p. M., instead on 1 o’clock, 
heretofore.

Ammon, of the city of Louisville, appropri¬ 
ating $2‘X) to her for taking care of a pau¬ 
per idiot for 14 years, was lost, not receiving 
the constitutional majority. 

Mr. Talbott had read a telegram from 
D. C. Dudley, Superintendent of the Deaf 
and Dumb Asylum at Danville, saying that 
on-account of 55 cases of measles among the 
pupils of that institution he wa* compelled 
to postpone the exhibition promised for next 
Wednesday until some future time. 

At 11 a. m. the House went into a Com¬ 
mittee ui the Whole iMr. Hnr^ourt, of Spen 
cer, in the chair), to consider Mr. Carroll’s 
bill to provide for the erection, building and 
maintaining o: fencing, gates and crossings 
along the line of railroads; also Mr. Tal¬ 
bott’s substitute for said bill, entitled, "An 
act to provide for the erecting and maintain¬ 
ing of fencing, farm-crossing* and cattle 
guards along the lines of railroad* in this 
Commonwealth “ 

Mr. Unibuuk offered a substitute for both 
the original bill and the substitute. Mr. 
Harris uttered another substitute. Mr. 
Beckham offered an amendment to section 
of Talbott’s substitute. 

Mr. Adair said that ho was nnablo to say 
just how many substitutes ami amendments 
there were before the committee. Ho 
thought there was danger of entanglement 
and confusion. Ho moved that the bill, 
amendmen * and Mihstitulcs be recommitted 
to the Committee on Railroads with direc¬ 
tion* to report ns soon us possible. 

Mr. Carroll was opposed to this motion. 
He thought in Committee of tbo Whole, 
where the bill could bo considered section by 
section, there could be a much more intelli¬ 
gent consideration lie made the pointer 
oilier that Mr. Adair’s motion was not in 
order. 

The Chairman sustained the point of order. 
Mr. Jnok*nn moved that tbo committee rise 
and repot! progress. This motion prevailed, 
amt the lortimittee ro**?. Mr. Adair now 
xu'tve i that the bill, amendment* and sub¬ 
stitutes be recommitted to the Comm ttee on 
Railroad*, with privilege to report at any 
tint*. Oil this motion the yeas and nays 
were cnli-d. Result: yeas, *34; nays, 3b. 
So the House refund to recommit. 

Mr. i ‘arroll said as this vote seemed to 
•how the sentiment of the House on the 
question of considering this bill, and A it 
could be better considered in the Committee 
of the Whole, betuoved that, the House n::nm 
resolve itself inU. Committee of the Whole 
for that purpose. 

The House again went into Committee of 
the Whole. Mr. Harcoort iu the cbAir The 
original bill was taken up and the first sec¬ 
tion thereof read. That section requires the 
railroad company to erect fencing or put up 
farm-gates or mnko crossings along the lino 
of its road whenever the owner of the land 
shall require it by notice, in writing, given 
to a depot agent. The time of nine mouths 
is allowed the company to comply with the 
notice. Mr. Carroll moved to amend the first 
secu >n by providing that, the land shall bo 
“used for gnuing or agricultural purposes.” 
Adopted. 

Mi. i idell offered an amendment providing 
that the uoiice shall bo given to the nearest 
depot agent. This amendment was ac 
cop ted. 

Mr. Talbott offered as an amendment for 
the first ction of hi* 

sub* ituto, which require* Lho rafiroid com¬ 
panies to erect touces along their lines of 
road, and forever keen the same in repair. 

Mr. Jackson wanted to know which oue of 
bis substitutes Mr. Talbott referred to. That 

f entlemkii had offered three substitutes. 

Ir. Talbott said he referred to the last sub¬ 
stitute offered by him. 

In discussing Talbott’s amendment, Mr. 
Mulligan said he thought the first ques¬ 
tion to be asked is, whether it i* wise for 
Keutucky.w'ilh her few railroads,to be pass¬ 
ing measures of this sort. It was a fact 
that our few road- were burdened with debt, 
and if we are going to make them fence 
their roads at at all. wo ought certainly to 
. allow them to muae the most economical 
fence possible. Lei them eroct wire fences 
if necessary. 

Mr. Jackson offered an amendment, that 


one-half the expense of fencing shall 
borne by the land-owned. Rejected. 

After a breezy discussion, indulged in by 
Talbott, Jackson and Harrison, during which 
there was much laughter and confusion on 
the floor, Harrison moved that tho commit 
tee nse. Adopted. 

The Senate resolution for tha election of a 
Public Printer on Thursday, the 21st inst., 
was concurn o m. 

The rules were suspended and several local m 
bills passed. On each motion to suspend the 
rules the yeas and nays have to be called, 
and in this’way much time is wasted. 

At 1 o’clock it was so dark in the hall of 
the House that the gas was lighted. 

The Speaker appointed Messrs. Jackson, 
Hill and Flippin members of tho Joint Com 
mittee to Investigate t he Louisville City 
Court. 

At a few minutes after 1 o’clock the 
House adjourned.

TOKAR STILL SAFE, 


Not Having Keen Captured . as Reported, 
by the Rebels’-£uyland to Increase 
Her Army of' Occupation 
in Egypt. 


Rich Tin Min*. 

[Boston Bulletin.) 

In the United .Slates tin has been found in 
oight Statos, but in slight paying quantities, 
except iu the Virginia mines, which rate at 
ten cents per pound, and have more than 
paid the expense of developing thorn. Tbo 
discovery of the ore at King's Mountain, in 
Cleveland county, N. C., about forty miles 
from Cnoi’lotte, was mode in a singular 
manner. Among the uuaei aL exhibited at 
Boston from North Caiuiiua was a small 
quantity of black looking ore, of unusual 
heaviness, labeled ’’unknown.” A lump of 
this unknown ore would outweigh a piece of 
iron ore twice its size, and a scientist. cu¬ 
rious to see what it was, made au analysis 
aud found it to bo tia ore of a very rich 
quality. An agent was sent out, who ar¬ 
rived at King’s M«»autaiu and gathered up a 
large quantity of the ore, which bo for¬ 
warded to Boston and which, on being 
worked up. was found to yield 75 percent, 
of tin. tho richest yield known in the world. 
The matter was brought to the attention of 
the North Carolina State authorities, hence 
the efforts to locate a vein aud establish 
mine. There are only three tin-bearing 
mines in the world, and there is a standing 
reward of $50,(XX) offered for tho discovery 
of one in the United States.

1 
New York, Feb. 19.—With chances all 
against them at the opening hour, the bulls 
carried the day, advancing the general list 
and bringing the market to a strong close. 
Just before 3 o’clock Jay Gould seufc out to 
hi* brokers this message: 

The way the market has acted to-day ought 
to satisfy anybody that it Is a bull market, and 
no mistake * 

The first feature on the Exchange was a rout 
of room traders, who, under the impression 
that yesterday’s failure of McGinnis Bros. & 
Fearing was yet to le felt, started in with 
general and heavy selling. They were met 
by buying as strong as has prevailed since 
Gould begau bis recent movement, and in 
the face of conservative opinion Gould pushed 
prices up uutil a favorable record of transac¬ 
tions had been secured. 

Rumors regarding Oregon Transconti¬ 
nental filled the stock rooms during the early 
dealings. That company was the heaviest 
creditor of the failing firm, and, as saul iu 
these dispatches last night, the failure was 
due to a demand by President Eudicott for 
a settlement of the accouuts, amounting to 
$90,000, due the company by this firm. A 
singular turn to this failure was that the 
bulls alouo profited by it, for they hud sold 
heavily all day yesterday, and when the 
bears came in with their offerings this morn- 
lug they were quickly caught, and had to 
cover at a loss. It was reported after deal¬ 
ings to day that the company and firm had 
made satisfactory arrangements for a settle¬ 
ment, and that the firm will soon probably 
resume. 

Shorts in Union Pacific were squeezed to¬ 
day and made to pay as high os onoper cent, 
for the use of stock for a day. Lackawanna 
sos advanced 2 percent on heavy purchases, 
though much of the buying was thought to 
have been of a “wash” character. North¬ 
west was pushed up l.N£ P* r cent., and Lake 
Shore, Now York Central, St. Paul aud 
other aciivo stocks were freely bought. 
The only weak stock was Oregon Traa-con- 
tinental, which suffered from one of it* 
chronic attacks, brought on by vague and 
damaging rumors. A proposed assessment 
of euuscnbtni was among the rumors, and 
had effect, although the company’s officials 
pronounebd it absurd. Pullman advanced 
from 105?* to 110^ on large dealings. The 
failure of a heavy sugar firm iu Havana 
mode no impression on the market. 

A BATTLE OF GUSTS. 

THE BIO BUYERS TAKE CHARGE OF THE 
MARKLT AT CHICAGO AND THE LITTLE 
ONES LOOK OX. 

ISpecmi to the Courier Journal. \ 
Chicago, Feb. 19.—It is tho belief to¬ 
night that Jones & Ream, tho “big two,” os 
they have come to be known, sold to-day 
not less than 5,000,000 bushel* of wheat aud 
corn. The general impression too to-night 
is that the pair have sold stuff they do not 
own, and that they are now^ enormously 
short on the grain market. Jones on the 
“call” sold about a million bushels of corn 
and nearly as much wheat. 

Tho corn call was exceptionally excited. 
Lindbiom took 450,000 bushels in one jug 
from Joues, and tho latter had four 100,000 
bushel lots before. Jones wanted apparently 
to break corn as he broke wheat up stairs 
during the forenoon. Thi buyers, however, 
in thea.teruoon were too many for him. 
Alter Lindblom's purchases Irian bid 59}.jC 
for 1,000,000 bushels without getting an 
offer, and then bid 59V*(#59%c for I, 
000,000 bushels. From 2 until 3 o’clock 
scarcely a man opeued his mouth for less 
than 1,000 barrels of pork or 1,000,000 
bushels of grain. It was a contest of giants, 
In which the fellows with small lots aud 
short bank accounts stood no show and 
dared not participate. 

Early this forenoon the weather was pro¬ 
pitious for selling.

GENERAL FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE, 


London, Feb. 19 —A Suakim dispatch 
says; Advices from Tokar^tate that 200 of 
the garrison made a sortie and attacked the 
enemy, killing and wounding several of 
them, and also capturing a number of cuttle 
and camels. 

In compliance with the request of Sir 
Evelyn Baring, British representative at 
Cairo, the Government has decided to re¬ 
enforce the British army of occupation. 
Orders governing tho expedition for the re¬ 
lief of Tokar have been issued. Tho troops 
will take provisions sufficient to last two 
weeks. They will bivouac upon the line of 
march, and there will be a reserve supply of 
250 rounds per man. 

The influence of Gordon is so great that no 
fears are folt any longer for the safety of the 
garrison and people or Khartoum. 

A Cairo dispatch fays the British relief 
force will reach Huakira Sunday night, aud 
advance oti Tokar Tuesday. Re-enforce¬ 
ments have been hurriedly dispatched from 
Gibraltar and Malta, under pressure.

GREAT BRITAIN. 

AUTHORS SEEKING TO OBTAIN A COPYRIGHT 

CONVENTION WITH THE UNITED STATES. 

London, Feb. 19.—At a meeting of a com¬ 
pany of authors established to obtain a 
copyright convention w ith the United .States, 
Cardinal Manning commented upon the in¬ 
justice done by American publishers in Ap¬ 
propriating English works. Walter Besant 
moved that a company of authors tie founded 
in America, and the matter be brought be¬ 
fore the American authors. 

Her mau Mori vale adverted to the dis¬ 
graceful state of the law on dramatic copy¬ 
right. Besant’s motion wnt carried. 

After the vote upou Sir Stafford North- 
cote’s motion censuring the Govern¬ 
ment's Egyptian policy, Parneli will 
go to Cork to assist John Deasr, 
candidate for Parliament of the 
Insu National League. He will probably 
address the electors upon the general policy 
of the Government.

He informed thorn that the Gov¬ 
ernment was anxious for the passage of a 
bill providing for the appointment of a Min 
ister for Scotland.

BRITISH PARLIAMENT. 

NORTHCOTE’S MOTION TO CENSURE THE GOV¬ 
ERNMENT fOR ITS EGYPTIAN POLICY DE- 
FE^ I El). 

London, Feb. 19.—In the debate in Com 
mons to censure the Government for its 
Egyptian policy, Go*chen (Liberal! said he 
had been o&lced to vote against the Govern¬ 
ment because be disagreed with them in 
some points of their policy. He was not pre 
pared to give Lord 8alisbary a blank 
cheque. (Tremendouscl eering.] 

HArlington, Secretary of War, said the 
Goverumeut had not attandoned their hope of 
a native government for Egypt, which the 
Government, however, might have to aid by 
English advice, perhaps permanently. 

North cote said the present Government had 
spoiled the late Government’* Egyptian pol 
iey. [Roars of laughter.] The Government 
had not answered tbeebarge of inconsistency 
and vacillation, anti a division on his motion 
of censure w ould not settle the question. He 
would have evasion to call attention to the 
further proceedings of the Government. 

A division was then taken and the motion 
defeated, 311 to 202. 


GERMANY. 

REPORT OF THE SANITARY COMMISSION BENT 
TO EGYPT AND INDIA TO INVESTIGATE THE 
CHOLERA. 

Berlin, Feb. 19.—The German Sanitary 
Commission sent to Egypt and India ^y the 
Imperial Board of Health to study the nature 
and causes, etc., of cholera, has forwarded a 
report from Calcutta. The commission dis¬ 
covered cholera germs in a water tank nt 
Calcutta, and found in a suburban village, 
where the cholera has made its appearance, 
the same mr-rov^pic organism which has 
been discovered in the intestines of cholera 
victims in Egypt. 

It is reported that the Princess Marie, 
widow of Prince Henry, of Netherland, feels 
that she has been slighted by the Dutch court, 
and will return immediately to Berlin. She 
will make Berlin her permanent residence. 

FOREIGN NOTES. 

Tnn steamer France has arrived at Lon 
don from New York with the loss of 114 
bead of cattle. 

The lower house of the Austrian Reisch 
rath defeated—155 to 25—the motion provi 
ding for State aid for the familiM of those 
ex)>eiled through the working of tho laws 
against tho Anarchists. 

Two versions are given of the attack 
upon a railway traiu containing King Hum 
bert. According to one it was an attempt 
to takotbu King’s life, and the other mokes 
it an act of brigandage to secure booty. 

President Gkevy, of France, received 
a telegram from the King of Annara. The 
King expresses a bo|>e that the newly com 
nlftid cable connecting Hai Phong with 
Tinman and Saigon will strengthen the 
friendly relations existing between Fran 
and Annain. and also trusts that the treaty 
will be ratified. 

The ParU Newi publishes intelligence 
from Berlin which averts that naturalized 
Germau-American citizens who return to 
Germany are agaio being rigorously sub¬ 
jected to military duty and that t he Ger 
man Foreign Otfice Ignores United States 
Minister Sargent nnd conducts negotiations 
directly with Washington.

THE SOUTHERN RAILWAY AND STEAMSHIP 

ASSOCIATION HOLD A MEETING IN WASH¬ 
INGTON. 

Washington, Feb. 19.—The Southern 
Railway and Steamship Association began 
iu special meeting to-day. Reporters were 
excluded, but gentlemen present furnished 
the following abstract of the proceedings: 
The object of the meeting was to adjust 
matters of agreement between the Georgia 
Central and Eastern Tennessee and Vir¬ 
ginia and Georgia railways, ffnd to decide 
whether their association pool shall con¬ 
tinue. Seventy gentlemen were present, 
representing all the prominent Southern 
railroads and steamship companies. The 
convention was called to order by 
Senator Brown. A committee to which 
was referred the points of difference 
between the Central railroad and Eastern 
Tennessee aud Georgia railroads made its re¬ 
port in tho shape of a set of resolutions. The 
purport was that a company belonging to 
the association was entitled to the exclusive 
control of its local traffic brought to compet¬ 
itive points. 

T he resolutions were adopted, whereupon 
Fink, representing the Ea»t Tennessee and 
Georgia companies, regarding the action ns 
against his company, gave notice that it 
would retire from the association. 

Haskell, Resident of the Charlotte, Co¬ 
lumbia aud Augusta Railroad Company, in¬ 
quired what effect the resolutions would 
have, as he regarded them as equivalent to a 
dissolution ot the association. 

Senator Brown replied that the withdraw¬ 
al of one member would not necessarily 
break up the association. 

After a pauso a member moved that the 
existing arrangement be continued until Juno 
1, and au endeavor to arrange the difficulties 
be made, and in the event of the failure to 
agree for the full a&sociation to meet, and, if 

S ossihle, provide for further continuance till 
anuary J. 

Fink said he would reconsider his 
action if the association favorably 
regarded this motion. The motion 
was adopted, with tho effect of 
causing Raoul, of the Central Georgia Com¬ 
pany, to give notice that his system of 
roods would refuse to be bound by the agree¬ 
ment at ter March 1. A disruption of the 
association seemed imminent Raoul re¬ 
proached the association for its vacillating 
course, as shown by the adoptionof the com¬ 
mittee’s report in favor of his lines, and its 
subsequent action in accepting a motion of 
the opposite character.

A Graphic Report of How the Scheme 
Was Planned and Car¬ 
ried Out. 


SPLENDID INSTITUTION 


The pending investigation of Anchorage 
Asylum, with the development* of neglect 
and cruel treatment and the general inef¬ 
ficiency of its management, has attracted 
the attention of the entire State. It was a 
natural question: “Are the other asylums so 
conducted I” To answer this interrogatory 
fully and fairly, a member of the Courier- 
Journal staff, bravo enough to face the ac¬ 
companying hardships and bright enough to 
make a graphic report of his adventures, 
was detailed to visit the asylum at Hopkins¬ 
ville. The object was to examine the inner 
workings of the establishment, and write 
them up just as they were found. To do this 
would require that the correspondent be 
actually incarcerated as a patient, withont 
the managers being couscions of his identity. 
Hickman was the poiut selected for the intro¬ 
ductory movements. The interesting story 
of how be reached there and had himself de¬ 
clared a lunatic, with the subsequent devel¬ 
opments, is best told in bis own words.

ANOTHER MURDER. 


A Wrestling Match Between Tiro Railroad 
Brake men, Joseph Cain and «/. D. 
Murphy, Results In the For- 
tner Killing the Latter • 


DETAILS OF THE FATAL AFFAIR. 


Yesterday morniug at 8.30 o’clock a fatal 
affray took plac* in caboot»e No. 83 of the 
L. and N. railroad, on a side-track in the 
yard between Ninth and Tenth, Broadway 
and Map :<j streets, in which a brakem&n 
named Joseph Cain shot and killed one of his 
comrades, J. D. Murphy. 

It appears that the men were very good 
friends up to yesterday morniug, aud that 
the suooUug wan the reault of a sudden quar¬ 
rel. 

They spent the night before, in company 
with several of their companions, drinking 
aud visiting dances ou Second and Seventh 
streets and the railroad crossiog. Instead of 
going to their homes after the bouses were 
closed they retired w to the cabooses in the 
yard and there »pent the night. In the 
morning they resumed their drinking, and 
finally all assembled in one of the cabooses, 
where wrestling was brought up os a subject. 
Among too party were Cain, Murphy, Bar 
ney and Charles Helm, James Donovan, 
David Mono ban, John McManara and sev 
eral others wboae names w«re not learned. 
After considerable banter, Cain and Mur 
pby agreed to try a match for fifty cents a 
side. Charles Helm tried to dissuade them 
from it, as he knew the dispositions 
of the men and feared that it 
would end in a fight. The men waived bis 
objection* aside acd went at it catch as 
catch can, resulting m the defeat of Murphy. 
The victor took tho slakes and rnada some 
remarks expressive of his elation, which ag¬ 
gravated Murphy, who retorted, and from 
words blows were resorted to, in which Mur¬ 
phy got the better of his antagonist and pun¬ 
ished him severely, finally knocking him up 
against the side of the ear. Cain fell with his 
head through a window, cutting himself se¬ 
verely about the faca. Disengaging himself 
from his adversary, Cain backed up a few 
paces, drew a revolver and fired. The ball 
entered Murphy’a side about two inches to 
the left of the left nipple, passed through the 
heart and lodged against the seventh nb ou 
the right side. As soon as the pistol was 
drawn the crowd fled precipitately, with the 
exception of Chas. Helm, who got a cup of 
water and threw in Murphy s face. but. 
iug he showed no signs of life, ho foilowed 
the others. When Cain fired the shot he 
left the caboose and ran through the 
yard toward Broadway, creating intense 
excitement among the employes of the 
yard. Cain went to the office of Dr. Simp¬ 
son. corner of Tenth street and Broadway. 
Dr. Griffiths was tekpuom»d for and the 
police notified. Dr. Griffiths soon arrived 
and dre&eea Cain’s wounds, when be was 
arrested by Officer* Risiuy and isca^gs, By 
the advice ot Dr. Grifiiui* he was placed in 
an express wagon, au<l the officers started to 
take him to the City Hospital; but a> be dis¬ 
played considerable nerve and inquired, 
“flow about walking*’’ he was taken to the 
jail and locked up to await an investigation. 

Murpbv was a single mau. not y«t 21. 
lived with but parent*, a brothor and sister 
at l.OOtf Teuth street. Ho was considered a 
very peaceable uinu, and faithful in the dis¬ 
charge of his duties. Ilia parent* and 
brother came to the scene of the murder, 
and seemed quite dazed by tbe awful 
tragedy. 

Com is also a unglo man. and is the ouly 
support of a widowed mother and sister, 
wno live on Fifteenth, Iwtueen 
Kentucky and Delaware* streets. 

They are very re* pec table people, 
and the btagruce end aharne area terrinio 
blow to them. Cam has the reputation of 
being quarrelaome, overbearing and dtati- 

K ted. Although he is onlv 21 years of age, 
has hwn in trouble before, bu\ mg been 
arrested about two years ago for disorderly 
conduct, when be reels tod arro*t and the of¬ 
ficers were obliged to club him before they 
could effect it. 

Coroner Miller was on the seen? promptly, 
impaneled a jury and held an autopsy on 
the remains, but owing to tbe ntoeuce of 
w itnesses the iuque*t was adjourned until 
2:30 o’clock tbw afternoon. 

In the afternoon Charles Helm. John Mc- 
Mmiara. .lames Donovau, Tim Kiordnn and 
Timothy Monoban were arrested and held ou 
tbo charge of being acces&oritw to the mur¬ 
der. 

The pixtol used was a Smith & Wesson 38- 
caliber.

The country is 
unusually low, aud for miles and miles tho 
train dashes through lonely marshes where 
tbe sullen waters lie about the gaunt, bare 
trees, and all tbe landscape is hidden by the 
driving rain. Now and then the little cot 
tag* of some of the dwellers in this God-for¬ 
saken country peeps out of the waste of wa¬ 
ters. For hours and hours oue sees nothing 
but black, leaflets trees, marshy land aud 
half-drowned looking people. After a two 
days’ ride, weary aud half sick, I found my¬ 
self at Hickman. It is a quaiut, old fashion¬ 
ed town, with the houses scattered among 
tbe hills, and stretching along the bank of 
the Mississippi. It is au old river town, and 
in tbe day* when the great palace steamers 
tued to ply up and down tbe Mississippi, 
carrying the wealth and culture of 
the South and North, Hickman 
was an important place. Mnoy a wild scene 
has the town witnessed in the oldeu times, 
when money was plenty and the chief occu¬ 
pation of those who went up and down the 
river wo* to find the most agreeable method 
of spending it. But time aud pestilence aud 
flood have done their worst with old Hick¬ 
man, and to-day it is but a gloomy wreck Af 
what it was. 

As I walked up toward tbo only hotel in 
tbe town, the Laclede House, I matured my 
plans, and when the register was laid open 
before me I registered my name, under that 
of a Nashville drummer, as "J. H. Hill, 
London, England.” I then

His name. I learned, was H. E. Turner, and 
a clever, affable fellow he was. We talked 
for some time about tbe difference be¬ 
tween this country and England, and 
I incidentally observed to him that 
I was traveling here for pleasure, 
and that my people were well-to do. After 
supper 1 sent for him to come up to my 
room, and said: “Mr. Turner, 1 have some¬ 
thing of a secret to tell you; something that 
I would not tell every one. 1 feel impelled to 
do this for two reasons—one is the urgency of 
my necessities, and the other is the favora¬ 
ble manner that you have impressed me. 1 
feel that any confidence I repose in you will 
not be unworthily bestowed. Am 1 cor¬ 
rect!” Turner bowed assent, wondering 
what would come next. 

“Now,” I continued, “I have a great se¬ 
cret to tell you. There is in my family a 
taint of insanity”—my listener started— 
“and it appears in a peculiar vmy. Every 
two years I am afflicted for three or four 
weeks. I must b* taken at once to an in¬ 
sane asylum, or my disease will increase in 
violence. I have plenty of mouey to 
pay ail ray expenses, see,” and I 
showed him a large roll of money made by 
wrapping a few bills about, a raa** of brojprn 
paper. “I will pay you in advance for my 
board. If I should become afflicted with 
this disease, cau 1 dopend ou you to take me 
at once to tbe nearest Lunatic Asylum/” 

You can, sir,” said Mr. Turner. “I 
will do whatever lies in my power to help 
you. I will give you a letter of directions 
to the asylum physician.” 

I may not bo afflicted, but my attack 
has been postponed several weeks and lam 
af raid that it may come on at any time. ” 

1 then handed him the following letter:

Let me be sent at one* to 
an meOtieusjrlum. Th^-re, with nerve sedatives 
ami quiet, I soon ge: well My mania is of a re- 
ligioun enaructer, aud 1 nave not hitherto been 
violent, but l aui continually in fear that some 
train I will do some one harm. The longer 1 urn 
kept from an asylum the worse do my symp oiiis 
become, so now. wtille In my sound mind, hut 
with the shadow of this awful curse weighing 
me down. 1 implore a waving o! all legal formal¬ 
ities and a speedy suntch'*? My people are 
wealths. uud alien 1 leave the aiytuui 1 will 
liberally reward all tnose who have been kind 
enough to assist me. and will also see that the 
Mate loses nothing. One peculiar trait of mv 
uwiuiu is to hide anything valuable which 1 may 
haw. These are usually left in the place w here 
1 am stopping or tuc neighborhood, but if no 
money Is round on my i>ur>on let that be no rra 
sou for riving mo any Irss attention I will be 
fully able to meet any demands that or** mnde 
upon u»e. as l have several th uisand dollars to 
my credit with my hanker in New York I hope 
there will be a* little puolicUv as po**it>Uv 

Jobs H. Hill. 

We walked down stairs together, and he 
appeared much concerned about my iufirmi- 
ty. That night I became iusane. I sent for 
Turner in a great hurry, aud wheu he couie 
in 1 was po&iug grandly in tho middle of tbe 
room. 

“Sir,” I thundered out, as soon as be en¬ 
tered, “1 can no longer live in your house. ” 

He gave tno a peculiar look aud began to

Then I began to pace up and down the 
room muttering and reciting any scraps of 
the scriptures that came to my mind in a 
loud voice. 1 thought of singing, but for¬ 
tunately' for those in the hotel I refrained. 
Now and then the door would open a little 
and the scared face of a curious bell boy 
would appear in the opening. One glance 
would satisfy him, and off ho would 
scamper, scared by the frightful grimace l 
would make. AU that night 1 kept up my 
steady walking and my disjointed quo¬ 
tations. The next morning a boy 
put his head half-way in the door and tim¬ 
idly asked if I wanted anything to eat. 
“Avaunt! son of Benegambia, descendant of 
Eros, bifurcated aaiiualcuht*!” I shrieked, 
and tbe boy almost fell dowu the stairs in 
bis hurry to escape. After awhile there 
came a knock at the do«w, nnd Mr. Turner 
came in bringing with him a black-haired, 
ferret-eyed, inquuitive-lookiag little fellow, 
whom he introduced as 
JUDGE MUKREI.L, THE COUNTY JUDGE. 

I j»aid no attention to him at all. 

”Mr. HiU, you are from London, I be¬ 
lieve!” began the Judge in an ingratiating 
tone. 

“I am from heaven, sir!” said I, turning 
on him fiercely. “For 22,254 years have I 
dwelt on earth. For 1,000 years I dwelt in 
hell. All men are my children. Ages and 
ages ago 1 was old. 1 built tho pyramids. 

1 founded the Homan Empire. For cycles 
of ages I dwelt in the lands of the sun.” 

This was a rather startling statement to 
the Judge, and ha edged his chair a little 
nearer to the door to prepare for any emer¬ 
gency. He asked mo ouly a very few ques¬ 
tions, and then said he find an important en¬ 
gagement, and off ho went. An hour or so 
later a jury was impaneled, and a court of 
inquiry summoned. Tbe jury was unani¬ 
mously of the opinion that John H. Hill was 
crazy. Then tbe Judge bethought him to 
look at the law. He read the statutes on the 
subject of insanity, and told the jury that, 
in bis opinion, tbe law of the case was that 
if a man came from another section of the 
State ho ought to be sent to the place whence 
he cauie. If a man caiue from another State 
he ought to be sent to that Stute. As John 
H. Hill came from London, England, he 
ought to be scut back to London, England. 
This profound opinion visibly impressed the 
jury. One rash man yentured to inti¬ 
mate that it would cost less to send 
mo to the asylum than to send me to 
England, but he was quickly silenced. Some 
one suggested that they see how much 
money 1 bad about me. If I bad enough to 
pay ray expenses to Hopkinsville and tho 
expense of a couple of guards thero and 
back, and my expenses at tbo asylum, there 
was no reason why 1 should not go. This 
proposition was received with favor. Not 
having enough money to impersonate the 
character of a wealthy young Englishman, 

I had providentially thought of the conceal¬ 
ment dodge. When they visited my room 
and searched me 

THEY FOUND ONLY A FEW DOLLARS. 

“He has more than that,” said Mr. 
Turner, “for I myself saw a large roll of 
bills. He had several hundred dollars.” A 
search was instantly begun for the money. 
Tho bed was turned over, the floor was ex¬ 
amined; the bureau was emptied; the hearth 
was scrutinized. Not a thing was left un¬ 
done to find the money that a dozen busy 
brains could think of. Not one thougbt 
of my hat. Snugly tucked away 
under the brim was soma mono/ and my 
railroad posses. J sat with my head on my 
hand while the search was going on, buried 
in a profound melancholy, and paid not the 
slightest attention to what was being said or 
done by those about me. They at length 
examined my clothing and went through 
my pockets, but still found nothing. They 
talked freely before me, no one seeming to 
think that 1 could hear or understand what 
they were saying. 

“Are you sure he bad any money?” 
fcsked the Judge, 

“I saw the roll. Ho had several hundred 
dollars.” replied Turner. 

“Well, where could he have hidden it. 
May be he went out and bid it. 

They asked me. but 1 stared at them 
stupidly, and said I never did have any 
money; that the Lord provided for me. 
Murrell held a short consultation with Tur¬ 
ner, and told him that I could not be sent to 
tbe asylum if 1 were not provided with 
money. They left me and began talk 
ing outside my room. 1 learned 
from the conversation that there 

were three courses open for them, 
one was to send me to the county jail till I 
got well; another was to appoint a commit¬ 
tee to take charge of me as an imbecile, aud 
a third was to have me sent to tbe asylum 
But there was no money to pay my expenses 
to the asylum. It was probable, therefore, 
that 1 would have to go to tbe county jail. I 
determined to give up the rest of tbe money. 

1 took tbe money from my bat and hid it un¬ 
der a spittoon. I called in the County J udge 
and told him I had beeu directed by the 
Lord where to find some money. 1 directed 
him whore to look, and he found the money. 
Then ho made another search through the 
room, thinking that I bad surely hidden all 
tho money there. He happened to pick up 
my hat and felt the iiniqg. He detected my 
passes, and started to take them out. I 
snatched them out of his hand, oxclaiming: 

“Those are ray communications with the 
blessed. I>o do not daro to touch them with 
a pVofano hand,” aud before he could say or 
do anything I threw the passes into the fire. 
it was a narrow escape 

Tbe Judge and Turner held another con¬ 
versation, and the impression I gained from 
what 1 overheard was that I would not be 
sent to tbe Asylum until more money was 
found. As there was no more monev to find, 

1 was in box. At length I came to tbe con¬ 
clusion that I rnuht entirely change my base 
of operations. Turner 1 found to be a clever 
fellow. Why not take him into the plot; 
there was no other way to get to the asylnm 
1 sent for Turner and explained the whole 
scheme. For a time be thought it was only 
another phase of my insauity. But at 
length he was convinced, and entered hearti 
ly into the plan. If UL expenses were paid 
fo Hopkinsville aud return he would act as 
my guard and bring with him a letter from 
the County Judge. He would also let tho 
Town Physician, Dr. B. F. O’Dnmcl, exam 
ino me, and be would get a letter from him. 
Th*.*e men were not to be informed of tbe 
plot, as they would not consent to such a use 
of their names. 

A few hours later I was examined by Dr. 
O’Daniol. He was much impressed with the 
nature of my insanity. In his own lan¬ 
guage, be pruuotinced me a< “crazy as a 
June-bug.” By this time I was tbe object 
of unfveisal interest. Groups of men were 
gathered in front ot my window, and vn 
nous were tho opinions that were expressed. 
One man was cei twin that 1 threw a thou¬ 
sand dollars into the river. Another was 
equally suro that it u as only $050.

WE LEFT FOR HOPKINSVILLE 
the next morning, and the streets were lined 
with people to see the crazy man. Oo tbe 
train tbe porter regarded me with a feeling 
of strong distrust, ami took care to keep his 
eye on me when i passed his way. Tbe 
roads were all flooded, and we found some 
difficulty in reaching Hopkinsville. 

Turner went out to the asylum flrat to see 
Dr. Hodman. He was not in, and we both 
dro r /out together at night. Tbe ride was a 
long and lonesome one. The rain beat in 
against the windows of the carriage and 
tbe horses splashed heavily through tbe 
mud. At length we stopped in from of tbe 
asylum. The long, dark line of buildings, 
with an occasional gleam of light from the 
windows, looked foreboding enough in the 
gloom. We drove up to the door, and, after 
Turner had talked awhile with the Doctor 
I was sent for. At tbe first glance my 
heart misgave me. I bad met the 
Doctor before. Dr, Hodman has a 
face that is not easily forgotten. 

He has clear-cut, strongly-marked features, 
an eye like an eagle and a strong jaw, indi¬ 
cating furce of character. 1 pulled my bat 
over my eyes and waited for him to say 
something. He led me into his office, and I 
took care to get as far from tbe light as pos¬ 
sible. 

•Ah,” said tho Doctor, casting a koen 
look at me, “a likely looking lad. Surely 
it is a pity that one so young is so afflicted. 
What is your name?” 

“1 am the father of the Apostle Paul,” I 
answered, uot looking at him to prevent his 
recognizing me. 

Well, that’s a good pedigree,” said the 
Doctor, still keeping his eye on mo. “And 
how old are you, my lad?” 

1 am 22,254 years, 11 months and II 
days old.” 

You don’t tell me. That’s a ripe old 
age. Tike off your hat. That’s right. 
Now, my lad, I want to ask you a question 
Turn about so tbe light can shine on you. 
Will you answer my question!” 

“If the Lord permits,” I replied. 

“Your face Is not the face of a lunatic. 
You are too intelligent looking. You are 
notan Englishman, either. You don’t look 
or talk or act like an Englishman. Did you 
ever read tbe ‘Amateur Casual!' ” 

1 looked at him blankly and said I never 
read any profane books. 

“Now, my boy, 1 don't know what your 
object is in coming into this asylum. I don't 
know why you wish to pry into my manage¬ 
ment. But you have an object. Young 
man, did you ever correspond for a news 
paper!” 

THIS WAS A CENTFR SHOT. 

1 knew* then that I was recognized. There 
was a gleam m tho corner of the Doctor’s eye 
which said 1 will give him rope and let him 
say his little speech and go through his part, 
Still I thougbt I might bluff tho hand 
through, and so my only reply was to stare 
at the Doctor vneanfly and rub my hand 
across my forehead. 

There is a weight on my brain,” I said, 
“that confuses everything. ’ 

Tbe Doctor seemed a little puzzled and 
said: “Wejl, I am willing to take you in 
aud belp yon, but I can not receive you as a 
patient, for you are uot crazy. Now, don’t 
you think.” said the Doctor, suddenly 
changing hia -tone, “that you bad better 
drop the mask ?’ ’ 

It was evident that I was recognized, and 
it would bavo been useless to carry the 
matter further, I took his advice and 
dropped the mask. He laughed heartily 
over my attempt. 

You did better than 01! men in 100, but 
you ought to have known, old fellow, that 
you couldn’t fool me. Now you shall stay 
with me as long as you pleas*. You shall 
have every facility to see this asylum. Not 
a thing shall be kept from you. All I ask is 
that you report correctly what you see. I 
will show you more than a newspaper man 
ever saw before. You shall talk to every¬ 
body. &ane and insane; you shall see every¬ 
thing that is to be seen 

1 didn’t care to stay In the asylum over 
night as a guest, and told the Doctor so. 
But I told him I would spend tbe next day 
in the asylum. Yesterday morniug I again 
drove out to the asylum. Tbw Doctor was 
as good os his word. There was not a room 
in the great Building that I was not shown 
through. I talked with the paticnU, with 
the attendants, with the keepers, with the 
hired hands on tho farm, and tbe unanimous 
opinion of all was that everything was prop¬ 
erly conducted. 1 was led through the long 
corridor, the floors of which shone like pol¬ 
ished marble: p&st tbe long lines of men and 
women comfortably dressed and thinking 
over their insane delusions: past long rows 
of bed-rooms with bright bits of carpet on 
floors so clean that *t seemed a pity to walk 
on them, and everywhere was comfort and 
cleanliness. Bad sights there were to see; 
women young, and some of them pretty, 
with vacant eyes and tbe miserable melan¬ 
choly of insanity upon them; 

WOMEN WHO DRIVELED AND RAVED; 
some who spoke harshly, and others whose 
endearment* wero far more d sgustiug than 
their abti*e. 1 was taken through tbe dan 
gerous wards and sb *wn tbe prisoners who 
were restrained. There has never been 
case ot ducking at the asvlum: and, strange 
a* it mav appear to some of tbe other Super* 
in leaden ts, Dr. Hodman has never needed it. 
One handsome little black-eyed girl, with 
her hair thrown wildly about her head, was 
led out of a little room where she was kept 
to prevent her from doing harm to the 
others. Her beart-rcwliug sobs and scream* 
to be taken to her mother, and the piteous 
light in her fine dark eyes, made me 
turn away sick at heart. She was but 
sixteen years of age. Long afterward did the 
uufortunate girl’s screams ring in my cal's. 
Another poor wretch sat crouching up 
Agaio&t tho wall of her little ajwirtment, 
wrapped in blankets, biting and snarling 
and spitting on all who came near her. She 
looked more like some ghostly abortion, 
some horrible uew species of a creature, 
neither man nor brute, but a frightful com¬ 
pound of both. Dowq one corridor and up 
another and down another, there seemed an 
endless sea of (aoea looking at me. grinning 
nnd chattering and staring with the stolid 
glare of the mod. Not one that I spoke to 
but *aid bo had enough to eat and drink, and 
indeed they looked it. I examined tbo bed¬ 
clothes aud found them clean. 1 went 
through the bakery And tbe kitchen and tbe 
wash-house. Everything was in the best of 
order. I found tho negro quarters, while 
not so well furnished as the white, equally 
comfortable and clean. Strange ad¬ 
ventures some !bf these people have gone 
through with, Oue told me of how 
be went out from Jerusalem and killed 
a marvelous snake. He recited tho story 
over and over, and not au incident, bow 
ever minute, was omitted. 1 thought what 
a fine editorial writer he would make for a 
Cincinnati paper and passed on. I examined 
tbe form and w bare the cattle and bogs were 
kept. AU here was perfect. Then, after 
five or six hours, I drove back to town thor¬ 
oughly satisfied that there L at least one 
n»yluia iu tbo Stoto that is well managed. 
I found in Hopkinsville a couple of dis¬ 
charged employes, and thought that perhaps 
they might be able to point oat something 


wrong. But one was discharged for striking 
a patient, and the other for rude treatment. 
Both admitted thut Dr. Hodman made an 
excellent (Superintendent. Dr. Hodman has 
been iu charge of the asylnm for twenty odd 
years. During that time there bos never 
been an investigation or a complaint, and 
for fifteen years there has been no special ap¬ 
propriation asked. As the Doctor himself, 
with pardonable vanity, says, “I believe I 
have the best managed asylum iu tho coun¬ 
try.” 

I use very little restraint in my asylum,” 
said Dr. Hodman. “1 do not believe in ft. 
Of course we have to use some restraint 
with the wilder patients, but I have never 
allowed any ducking or anything of that 
kind. You see that I have no guard at tbe 
gate and no high lenco around the grounds. 
Except those patient* who have to be 
absolutely confined, the rest are allowed 
the greatest freedom. I would sooner have 
frequent escapes than to have one patient 
whose progress toward sanity would be 
hindered by confinement.” 1 noticed a few 
“cribs,” as they are called in asylums, 
where patient* are sometimes confined when 
they are violent. Tbe Doctor and several of 
his attendants informed rao that they 
used even this mild method of restraint very 
seldom. Straight-jackets and mufflers, or 
fong armlets, which Ueep the bands from 
doing damage, are used judiciously. I saw 
one man locked up in a little “lodge,” or 
ante-room, but he bad driven a knife into 
a fellow patient, ami he was kept thore for 
safe-keeping. These lodges I found to 
be cleau, well ventilated and comfortable. 
All the dangerous patients are confined in 
them. There were only three patient* re 
strained in the least when 1 went through the 
asylum, and the*e were all in lodges. 
There was the young girl, tbe 
woman who was crouching in 
the corner, wrapjied in her blankets, 
and the man who had knifod his companion. 
Kind treatment seems to take tbe place of 
ducking and sousing and ''baimng, and 
many a tune as w-e passed along tbe cor¬ 
ridors did some poor, helpless creature seize 
Dr. Rodman’s hand, and, as she clung to it, 
passionately thank him for his kindness. 


ASYLUM AFFAIRS 


What tho Legislative Investigating 
Committee Heard at Its Ses- 
sion Held Yesterday. 


Mr. P. M. Tabb Has No Cosfidesoe In tbe 
General Management of tbe , 
Institution. 


Rectal Discovert?*In the Treatment of tbe In¬ 
sane. 

[London Medical Time*.] 

The lunatics of Central Keutucky have 
reason to be thankful that they were born in 
tbe Nineteenth century and in the age of 
humanity, and not m the dark ages, before 
mercy and humanity had forced their bright 
way into the mad house aud the tail, loe 
Superintendent of the Central Kentucky 
Asy«um is a man of vigorous beneco.ence. 
He desires to say to tuo Board of Commis¬ 
sioners and to the public, that whenever an 
act even approaching cruelty baa been do 
tected by him, or reported to him, and it has 
been found to well founded, tho per¬ 
petrator of it has not been allowed to remain 
in tbe asylum one single hour. This is as it 
should be; there would seem to be no need 
for a Board of Commissioner* to check the 
practice of an asylum that it majsagod 
on this principle, and where such 
Draconian severity is enforced against rough 
attendants. Nevertheless the Commissioners 
have certainly done a service to the commu¬ 
nity by showing, on the authority of this 
humane and benevolent Bupermtendent. 
what practices ara nut cruel—do not even 
approach cruelty—and are not only legiti¬ 
mate, but absolutely necessary for the treat¬ 
ment of toe insane.' One of these practices 
is “ducking.” A*ducking is unknown in 
this country, our Superintendent* will doubt- 
less bo glad' to be told bow to perform an op¬ 
eration without which “it is utteriy impos¬ 
sible to oouduct an insane asylum, unless 
you get an attendant for every patient.” 
The operation of aeqjcing possesses ad the 
simplicity that characterizes the conception 
of true genius. Every one, when be hoars 
it, will wonder that it never occurred to 
him before. It constats in strapping the hands 
of the patient behind him, tying towels 
around Li* feet, placing him in a bath “geu 
erally” on his back, and bolding his bead 
under water until he “signifies” that be will 
behave himself. Simple as the operation is, 
certain precautions must be taken, in order 
to insure success. It is not sufficient merely 
to push the head under water; it must be 
held under. The precise duration of thia 
part of tbe operation is not stated, and 
would seem to be immaterial so long a* it is 
not too abort. Unfortunately human nature 
is imperfect, and even in au asylum where 
the uorpetrator of an act even approaching 
cruelty is liable to instant dismissal, black 
sheep will steal in sometimes; and it is there¬ 
fore not surprising, although it is very de¬ 
pressing, to near that even feomild a remedy 
os ducking is, like everything else, liable to 
abuse ; but it is encouraging to know, that in 
spile of this remote liability, the battling of 
patients in this way is, when properly ad¬ 
ministered, “very beneficial to them.” In 
spito of its ingenuity and thoroughness, 
ducking does sometime* fall; but even then 
we are at no loss for remedies. The re¬ 
sources of the Central Kentucky Asylum 
are far from being exhausted. We have 
still th© towel bath at our disposal. Again 
we fear the conservative and enterprisiug 
spirit of the English medical superintendents 
has kept them in ignorance of a remedy 
eveu simpler and more easily applied than 
ducking, and. it appears, still more effica¬ 
cious. The towel bath is simplicity itself. 
“It is nothing more thou confining the hands 
of tho patient, and tbe feet, to keep them 
from kicking or striking tbe patient or 
patients assisting. A towel is dipped into 
water and laid over the face.” Mark the 
striking and unlooked effect. “It produces 
a seu&e of suffocation.” Herein lies its 
efficacy. When thia effect is produced, “the 
patient soon gives up, aud is tractable. 
This inode of treatment has so mivuy ad 
vautages that they are not all obvious at 
once. It would bo tedious to enumerate 
them all, but we may point out the most 
salient, which is it* economy. The Central 
Kentucky Asylum is entitled to the entire 
and unquestioned credit of introducing 
method of treating lunatics by having them 
half suffocated by their fellow-lunatics. Tho 
treatment is as economical as it is ingenious, 
dispensing in the first place with tho cost of 
attendants, and doubtleoa, if it is carried out 
thorough!v and continued long enough 
with tbe cost of keeping patient* 
also. These two methods of treat 
meat are alone enough to secure the 
reputation of any institution, and to iuitnor 
their origiuator. but they are not the 
oulv benefits that suffering humanity owes 
to the Central Keutucky Asvlum. Strange 
to say. ducking and tbe towel bath some¬ 
times fail to quiet the patients, and in such 
cases tbe obdnrate lunatic ta placed in a wire 
cage, which is also used for a bed—in other 
words, be is kept in it all night. It is sad to 
have to record that the proverbial ingrati 
tude of paupers should charact *riz© also the 
inmates of lunatic asylums. One of these 
degroded creatures, named Jansen, had the 
effrontery to die under this system of treat¬ 
ment, and an inquiry by tbe Commissioners 
in Lunacy enabled the enlightened Superin¬ 
tendent to secure a wide publicity for his 
views on the treatment of tbe insane and 
the practical advantages of bis methods. 
The public prevs of America does not appear 
to be favorably impressed by tbe now 
knowledge that they have gained as to the 
care and treatment of tbe stricken brethren 
in tbe Central Kentucky Asylum. Unfavor¬ 
able and even severe comments have been 
passed upon the institution; but doubtless tho 
Superintendent is aware that every great in¬ 
novator uas to live down c a lum ny, and that 
the public is proverbially unfair, fickle, prej¬ 
udiced and impulsive in it* approval and con 
demnatiou of men. Lot us hope that tho 
whole management of tbe asylum will 
thoroughly investigated beforo some impar¬ 
tial tribunal, and that a just and condign 
punishment will fall Upon those who have de¬ 
served it. Oue name will itnme Jiately occur 
to all our raiders as that of tho fittest per¬ 
son to preside on the occasion—the name of 
Mr. Justice Ly nch. __

Former Supervisor of the Kitchen 
Tells How He Played Cent 
Aute With the Boys. 


Dr. Barbour Was Recalled and Repeated 
His Former Testimony, With a 
Few Additions. 


MRS. ELLA CAMPBELL IIAH HER SAY. 


The legislative Investigating Committee 
met at Alexander’s yesterday morning. The 
testimony adduced was in no way sensational. 
Mr. Fleming, for Dr. Gale, stated that a for¬ 
mer employe of Anchorage Asylum, a Mr. 
Weatherford, was in the city, and asked that 
he be summoned to appear before the con- 
mitt*e before ho left for his home at Junction 
City. It was thought Mrs. Ramsey, the wife 
of Dr. J. R. Ramsey, *ould testifr yester¬ 
day, but when the hour of convening arrived 
she had not appeared, and the clerk of the 
committee wossont to tbe St. Cloud Hotel to 
her. He was informed that Dr. 
Ramsey and wife had left some hours 
before for Colorado. This action on the 
part of Mr*. Ramsey was considered rather 
strange, considering that she bad expressed 
a wiilingcee* to testify before the committee, 
aud had promised to supplement tbe rather 
interesting recital of her husband with some 
facts that occurred under her own personal 
supervision. The circumstance of their de¬ 
parture should be looked into. Thu first wit¬ 
ness to testify yesterday was 

dr. n. r. Barbour, 
who was .recalled. He was asked to state 
wbat he had said to Miss Tabb’s motuer 
about sending her food, lie replied: 

‘My opinion was that two meals a day 
were not enough for a patient recovering 
from so long a spell of illness. Mis* Tabb 
had grown very much smarted betw een 
the time when the n* it ness first -aw her and 
his second visit. On bis first visit he thought 
her much improved, both in mind and body, 
but on the second she bad grown very thin. 

1 obtained my information that Miss Tabb 
received but two meals a day from her nurse. 
Miss Tabb said nothing about the meals. Dr. 
Gale did not object to my visiting the pa¬ 
tient. nor did he auy anything that I could 
construe as an objection to tbe family visit¬ 
ing her. • 

“l FEARED A 6PTNAL TROUBLE 
was what caused her to walk on her toes. 
She did not walk so well on my second as on 
my first visit, and 1 then thought of tbe spine 
trouble; also advised more food. Dr. Gale 
said the executive business of tbe institution 
was so large he had not bad time to visit the 
patient more than once.” 

Mr. Fleming examined tbe witness, 
made my second visit about two weeks ago, 
and was with the patient fifteen or twenty 
minutes. I made no examination of tbe 
spine. My visit was principally to see how 
the patient looked physically. I talked to 
her to test her mind, and asked if she wanted 
to regain at the asylum or go home. She 
said, *1 want to go to my ma.’ I a»ked the 
nurse concerning her general condition; she 
said the patient’s bowels were at times very 
active; that she received only two meals a 
day—one at 7:80 a. m. and tbe other at 8:15 
p. w.—and did not think" it enough. 

I asked tbe parents to send her 
some substantial food. I took a little 
lunch with me, and she ate it 
if very hungry. I did not 
go to inquire into Miss Tabb’s diet, or any¬ 
thing of the kind. I went to see if her 
mental condition would permit of her re¬ 
moval. I saw her in a nurse’s room, I be¬ 
lieve. It was shut off from the rest of tbe 
ward. 1 don’t know what doctor was iu 
charge of this ward. I saw no physician 
but Dr. Gale. In coming out 1 had no con¬ 
versation with Dr. Gale, as I had to hurry 
in order to catch the train. When Miss 
Tabb was at home she was very quiet. Her 
lunacy was a sort of murbid condition of the 
brain, brought on by a fall.” 

Dr. Jefferson questioned the witness: “I 
never visited tbe institution before these 
visits, and never went through any of tbe 
wards. I told the parents after my last 
visit that their daughter was not in a condi¬ 
tion to be removed, unless she could be 
placed in a bou-e where perfect quiet could 
be had and a nurse could be employed. I 
think confinement in a room where there 
wero two or three other lunatic* would be 
positively injurious to Miss Tabb. She 
could not expect a room to herself or a 
nurse either at the a-yium. Dr. Gale said 
he would be perfectly willing to let her go 
home at anv timo thoy wanted her. My 
knowledge of the 

treatment of the insane 
is that they need quiet and rest. Medicine 
is only used in certain peculiar cases. Most 
cases need fresh air and quiet, with a good 
diet. 1 had uo intimation one way or the 
other about MDs Tabb getting fresh ‘air. I 
think fresb air was a verv important factor 
in her case. 1 a-ked about her meals be¬ 
cause her physical appearance prompted the 
questiou. Tbe iretiunent of the lasane h&-» 
changed greatly in ti<e past few years. Diet 
now bas much to do with tbe treatment, 
and patients are not restrained as much as 
formerly. ** 

MR. W. D. WEATHERFORD 
vas next called, at the suggestion of Dr. 
Gale. “I live at Junction City; came here 
tu place my stater in Bellewood Seminary, 
near Anchorage. I happened to meet Dr. 
Gale while at that place. 1 had charge of 
the kitchen ut the asylum from April 1,1882, 
to January 1. 1888. My duty was to see 
that plenty of provisions were drawn, and 
see thut tbev were properly prepared. Tbe 
character of tue fx>d was good, and there 
was plenty of it. The physicians often pre¬ 
scribed special diet for patient*, just like they 
would meJicine. Sometimes there were as 
many as tweuty or thirty such prescriptions 
or orders a day. The bread was good, and 
the meat better than usually obtained in 
Mnall towns from butchers; we killed our 
own cattle. There wax a first-class garden 
at the institution during my stay, and the 
vegetable* were good. I never went about 
tbe wards. Complaints sometimes came to 
mo of insufficient food from attendants in 
tbe wards—such as too little bread, or coffee, 
or something; appetite* vary, you know. I 
never«• wan inmate punished, and uover 
heard oi mistreatment, except in tbe papers. 
I thought Dr. Gal * an liqjustrtou- man. very 
attentive to his duty. I got up at 6 o’clock 
in the morning, and generally fouud him up 
before me. 1 have heard of Dr. Ramsey, 
but never met him. 1 talked with a friend. 
Dr. Poindexter, about bun iu Colorado, and 
he said Ham *ev was not a com pc tout physi¬ 
cian. Tin* gi»ucr«l reputation given Ramsey 
v*a* not g x>d. 1 to was reputed not to be a 
sober man. 1 su in Colorado In March, 
1888. 1 never spoke to but one person con¬ 

cerning Ramsey’s* ability as a physician. Poin¬ 
dexter had assisted bun in amputating a 
man’s leg at one time. The ouly thing 1 
know of Ramsey is what I heard from oth¬ 
ers. 1 am 2\* years old and run a bar-room 
at Junction City. 

I WAS IN THE SALOON BUSINESS 
before my connection with Anchorage Asy¬ 
lum. I was at tbe asylum nine months, and 
connected with the URchen all the time. 1 
know of uo whuky twiug issued from th* 
drug-room to employe*. I got whisky from 
the physician rayaeu when 1 wanted it. 1 
got it without a prescription. I don’t know 
of auy on* elso getting it. Dr. Riley was 


the druggist at that time. I had no xey to 
tbe drug-room, and knew of no one having* 
key. 1 never saw an employe under the in¬ 
fluence of liquor, so that he might be called 
drunk. I don’t remember seeing any one 
under the influence at all. Never knew of 
whisky being carried out of the drug-room 
to drink. 1 drank mine in the room. 

“There was no more immorality in tbs 
asylum thau auy where else. I never saw 
any boisterous conduct. Have seen an in¬ 
mate play casino with an attendant. Some¬ 
times some of th© employes might hide off 
and gamble, but it was against the rule*. I 
have played

with some of tbe boys myself, but tbe Doctor 
did not know of it, I reckon. Have played 
with Dr. Riley and ^Supervisor Ellis just to 
pass away time. We played at night. Dr. 
Gale never came to n room 1 was playing in 
and demanded admittance, saying he would 
break ibe door in if 1 did not open. I have 
heard that there was a rule to discharge any 
attendant who mistreated a patient. ’’ 
hr. p. u. tabb, 
father of Miss Katie Tabb, was tbe next 
witness examined. His testimony covered 
tbe ground from the time he made bis first 
visit to the asylum to see if he could trust his 
daughter there until the present time. On 
hu first visit there ho had bt#en shown throngb 
n portion of the wards. On the 12th of July 
his daughter was taken to tbe asylum, but 
he did not visit her there until the loth of 
August following. Dr. Gale had not inti¬ 
mated that he would have any objection to . 
his -eeing • his daughter. On his visit his 
daughter had recognized him at 
once, and with lips quivering, her 
fnce flubbed with pleasure, and every 
feign of joy and happiness beam¬ 
ing on her pretty face, she had rushed to 
him and embraced bun. He thougbt her 
then much improved, and was highly pleased 
with her conduct. Dr. Gale had uot given 
him much encouragement os to the recovery 
of bta daughter, aud told him he had seen 
her but ouco— bis executivo duties occupied 
most of bis time. 

Tbe witness bad always been treated well 
by Dr. Gale himself, but from tbo drift of 
his testimony it wan evident he thought his 
wife and daughters had been treated in a 
very discourteous manner by the doctor—in 
fact, be had beeu compelled at one time to

from Dr. Gale for hit rude treatment of 
these ladies. The doctor *aid he did not 
mean to be rude. But he had heard that 
Dr. Gale was suffering much from a peculiar 
trouble, which would have a tendency to 
make him irritable and cross, and he bad at¬ 
tributed bis discourteous manner to this 
trouble. 

On December 21 be wont up to see his 
daughter. She rushed to him, and *iih 
every sign of recognition and pleasure oa 
her co intenanoe, had exclaimed: “Oh, you 
dear, handsome old pa! i uiu so glad to .>oe 
you!” Mbs Godwin, a nun*, had oadeed 
his daughter how -ue knew that was her 
father, and she said: “Wbv, of course I 
know my dear old papa; didn’t lie nun* me 
through a long, long spell before I came 
nere!’* The witness bad endeavored to get 
into the ward wnere hi* daughter was con¬ 
fined, saying be wanted to s»e the chair in 
which she was kept, but tbe nurse would uot 
permit it, saying it was against Dr. Gale’s 
rules. The witness called on Miss Black, a 
former attendant, and quest ioned her con¬ 
cerning hta daughter. Miss Black had told 
him she uceded rest and quiet, but she was in 
the wrong plnco for that. Tbe ward »be 
was m was decidedly noisy. 

Tbe w'ltness said he did not think there 
would be any difficulty in removing his 
daughter from tbe institution. Dr. Barbour 
hod told him he did not think they knew 
much about his daughter 's case at the asy¬ 
lum, and that he did not believe there was an 
expert there. Witness said he would take 
his daughter away to-morrow if he could 
possibly make an arraugeuitmt to ttiea her 
the attention she needed. In fact, Dr. Bar¬ 
bour and hiin.self hud been looking for a 
bouse to which they could take her and care 
for her. He said hu had no confidence iu the 
general management of the asylum. He did 
not think Dr. Riley had neglected his duty in 
thecas**: he had done everything be knew 
bow. He could find no particular fault, al¬ 
though he hardly thought his daughter had 
received tbe proper treatment demanded iu 
her peculiar cose. 

MRS. ELLA CAMPBELL 

(formerly Miss Black) was recalled. She 
lives in this city, She was employed in the 
asylum for about thirteen months as an at¬ 
tendant. Sue hail in her care from 20 to 80 
patients all the time. She had fcteen em¬ 
ployed in the asylum at Staunton, Va., and 
also at St. Joe, Mo. She was in charge of 
tbe receiving ward at Aucborage. Some of 
her patients were called violent—they would 
fight; others were called destructive "patieuts 
—they would tear up their clotoea and 
things. Violent patients had to be restrained 
by tbe use of 

MUFFS, ANKLETS AND STRAIT-JACKETS. 
She had assisted in ducking one patient from 
her ward, Mrs. Gload, Dr. Gala ordered it. { 
Dr. Riley, Mrs. Riley and another attendant 
bad assisted her. Most of the victim's 
clothe* were removed and a strait-jacket 
put on; a towel was wound around th* 
ankles. The ladle* held the patient while 
Dr. Riley put her head under tbe water 
twice, and perhaps tbreo times. She was a 
little strangled when taken out. Dry clothes 
were given her, and she was put lo bed be¬ 
tween blankets. Before this patient was 
ducked she was very destructive, and some¬ 
times violent. After the ducking she im¬ 
proved rapidly, and was finally cured. 
vYben she went away she sent word to Dr. 
Riley that the

One other person was ducked from the 
ward w itnrss had charge of, but during her 
absence. She did not notice any ill effect* 
from the ducking, although the patient did 
not begin to improve in this case until some 
Lime after the bath. 

Fat le uts were kept in tho receiving ward 
until tbev got better, when they wero trans¬ 
ferred to some other ward. There is a ward 
devoted to incurable cases. Dr. Gale was 
generally in the witness’ ward every Sun- 
dav. 

Sltas Wagoner had a ward just under that 
of tbo witness. When she needed assistance 
she called ou Miss Wagoner, and vice versa. 
Hus Wagoner was rather excitable. She at 
ono time soul for assistance, and witness 
w*ent to her ward, wuere she found her 
holding tbo violent patient, Mr*. Uwynn, 
down on a bed and 

CHOKING HER. 

Witness helped put a strait-jacket oa 
Mrs. Gwynn. and assisted in taking her to a 
crib Miss Wagoner said tbe woman bad 
been cursing in the day room, and would 
not stop. This act was not reported by wit¬ 
ness to Dr. Gale, as sne did not know it was 
h«?r duty to do so. 8be had never seen Mis# 
Wagoner strike a patient, and did uot notice 
anv marks ou the neck of Mrs. Gwynu after 
sue had been choked, although her face was 
purple. Witness never knew of restraints 
having been u>*d where they were not 
needed, .she believed she bad seen a negro 
with chains on. Muffs she coustdered a very 
effectual restraint if properly adilisted. A 
towel bath ta administered by holding a wet 
towel over tho patient's uiuuth until she gets 


q Witness bad been Katie Tabb's nurse be¬ 
fore her marriage. 8be thought Katie had 
improved in flesh and a little in mind. Two 
meals a day wore not sufficient for her. 
When slio rmk*d for more fqoJ witness gen¬ 
erally had no trouble in obtaining it for her. 
The chair used by Miss Tabb wa*» a necessity. 
She was not uotay or violent. Her sur¬ 
roundings in the ward in which sba was con¬ 
fined wore not as good as thoy might have 
been. The nicer class of patient* were put 
in the visiting ward. Mus Tabb was not of 
this class because of certain misfortunes. 

At St. Joe restraint# were used, but w fc- 
new never saw a patient ducked there, nor 
did she ever see a crib bed. Restraints are 
necessary. When a patient gels violent #6* 
shoulJ bo restrained at once, or others will 
very likely join in—they are very excitable 
a# a rule. Dr. Gale wa- generally very kind 
to patients and attendant*. " busy he 
said but little, and always to tbe point. 
Witness bad received notico to appear be¬ 
fore tbe committee last week. She had had 
no talk concerning the matter with Dr. Gale 
or Hcnrv Gale, hta son. 

The witness was hero given permission to 
depart, nnd the committee adjourned until 
10 o’clock this morning. 

CORRECTION AND EXPLANATION. 

In conversation with Mr. P. M. Tabb yes¬ 
terday. be called attention to an error in tbe 
rei»ort of bi» daughter’s evidence printed ves- 
terday. 8h* did not mean that Dr. Gnta 
had coni oared her stater to a dog—Dr. Gale’s 
words were: “Even the dog know# its mas¬ 
ter”—the expression being called forth at a 
conversation concerning tbo recognition by 
Katie Tabb of her stater. 

Mr. Tabb also stale.! to the reporter that 
hts appearing bofore Ui«» committee was not 
only unsolicited, but contrary to bis wishes. 
He desired no publicity of the affairs of bis 
familv, and regretted much having been 
called on.
